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CRITICS OF INTERNMENT 


POLICY 


Deputies Still Dissatisfied 
CO-OPTIONS TO EXECUTIVE 


In a debate on the internment of aliens, at the Board 
of Deputies meeting on Sunday, several speakers criticised 
a statement of Earl Winterton in Parliament last week in 
which he said that certain prominent—but unnamed—Jews 
had told him again and again: “Preserve us from the 
extremist Jewish and Gentile friends of the refugees in the 
House of Commons and elsewhere.” : 

‘In reply tO a question’ dealing with internment 
Proressor S. Broprrsky (Leeds, United), who presided, 
said that after the debate which took piace in the House 
of Commons on the previous Thursday and the statement 
by Sir. John Anderson on that occasion, as well as the 
White Paper which was being issued on the matter, the 


Executive of the Board. in collaboration with the other’ | 


Jewish bodies and others interested in the matter of 
refugees, would consider the question of direct approach 
to the Government with a view to a fundamental change in 
the policy. itself. 

Ma. N. L. MANDELSON (Sydney, Great) asked what steps 
were being taken to release Galician Poles interned in this 
country who only unti! 1918 were under Austrian rule and 
were now under Russian jurisdiction 

Special steps, replied the President, had been taken in 
regard to this matter. He regretted very much that Sir 
John Anderson, in his statement in the House of Commons, 
did not indicaie stich a change in policy or such a con- 
cession in regard to the internees as would show that he 
had taken note of this particular matter. 


Three Additions to }.xecutive 


The President moved the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, which stated, inter alia: 

The Committee co-opted as members Mr. Anthony de Roths- 
child at its first mecting—and the Marchioness of Reading and 
Mr. Harry Sacher at the second meeting 

Both meetings were mainly devoted to the consideration ol 
action to be taken on various aspects of the mternment question, 

[The Committee has been in: touch with the Advisory Com- 
mittee of Three and the Advisory Council set up by the Home 
Secretary, and owing the issue of the White Paper giving the 
categories of sertons eligible for release from internment and 
the procedure to be followed in applying for release, there was 
sent on behalf of the Board to the Committee of Three a 
memorandum embodying the Board's policy in regard to intern- 
ment. 

The. Committee has been in close touch with the Central 
Council for Refugees on the best means of securing the adoption 
of this policy, which is in the line of Government policy as 
stated by the Duke of Devonshire on August 6, that “ the 
Government will be able as time goes on to secure the release 
of all those whose release would involve no danger to this 
country.” 

The Committee also considered several matters 
difficulties experienced by individuals on nationality and other 
grounds in obtaining. admission tq the Voluntary National 
Services and other fields of employnat

The Minister's Statement 


A few days ago, went on the President, there was a dis- 
cussion on the adjournment in the House of Commons 
on a very important statement made by the Minister for 
Home Security on the internment of aliens. A most 
important declaration made by the Minister was in regard 
to the following three points: 

(1) A new category of refugees exempted from internment 
~—i.¢., those who were obvious opponents of the Nazi system; 

(2) The acceptance of the principle that Italian refugees 
should be treated in the same way as German and Austrian 
refugees, and the establishment of a special tribunal for that 
Purpose ; 

(3) Acceptance of the principle that refugees who had been 
classified “ B ” and had not had an opportunity of being before 
the tribunal for the purpose of revision should have their cases 
reconsidered by a new tribunal which would be appointed for 
the purpose.

WHY NO JEWISH 
ARMY? 


The Government’s View 


When the Allied Forces Bill was read for a second time 
before the House of Commons rose last week for the 
Summer Recess, several members expressed dissatisfaction 
that there was no provision for the raising of separate Jewish 
units. The Hon. R. D. Denman, Mr. Geoffrey Mander and 
Col. J. C. Wedewood were among those who asked that the 
Jews should receive the same rights in this respect as the 
Poles. Norwegians, Belgians, Dutch, French, and Czecho- 
slovaks. 

Sir Edward Grigg, replying for the War Office; gave the 
following explanation: 

* Theis Bill deals with Governments that arc Sovereren Govern- 
ments, but the Jews have no Government of that kind. There 
is no Jewish Government or Jewish military code. There ts no 
Jewish military system. Therefore, if the Jews are to play thei 
part they must play 1 as a part of some existing military 
organisation This ss what [ understand they wish to do 
have the utmost sympathy with their desire to play their part 
in winning the war. and I know how heart and soul- they 
are behind the Allied cause, but they can only do that as units 
and as parts of some other national force.” 


GENERAL SIKORSKUS BAN ON 
JEW-BAITING 


Move Welcomed in Polish Army 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent} 


Jews serving in the Polish Army have warmly welcomed 
General Sikorski’s order condemning anti-Semitism. ‘ine 
order. was, | learn, read before the troops on August 15, 
ten days after its issue, and made a good impression. — Its 
effect is now awaited with keen interest not only by the 
hundreds of Jews serving in the Polish Army‘in: Great 
Britain, but also by the democratic Polish elements in the 
Army who also found the order necessary. It is hoped that 
the Polish. Commander-in-Chief’s firm action will help to 
clear the undemocratic atmosphere which some anti-Semites 
had created, and which was damaging the cause of unity 
in the forces. 

Two points in the order must be underlined. First, that 
it is couched in much firmer language than the one General 
Sikorski issued some six months ago when the Polish Army 
was still in France: and secondly that for the first time it 
makes anti-Semitism an actual offence in. the Polish Army. 
From now on insults to Jews will be liable to punishment. 
it can therefore be expected that the order will go a long 
wavy to climinate the anti-Jewish tendencies whick were 
harmful to the spirit of the Polish Army and to the cause 
of freedom. 

The order does not specify the punishment—clarification 
is still awaited-—but the very issue of the order ts likely to 
have a salutary effect. Moreover, it is hoped that General 


Sikorski’s action will inspire other Poles outside the Army, | 


in the name of the common cause for which Polish Jews, 
like the Polish Christians, are now fighting, to cease their 
anti-Jewish attacks.

a Violently anti-Semitic character from the pen of M. Marian 
Seyda, a member of the Polish Cabinet, which appeared in 


the Polish language newspaper JesteM Potakiem ("1 am a 
Pole”), published in London, had been submitted to censor- 
ship, and whether facilities for obtaining paper had been 
granted to that journal, it was stated that the submission 
of such articles to censorship was not compulsory, and 
that those in question had not in fact been submitted. No

EARL WINTERTON’S SPEECH : REVIVING ALIENS COMMITTEE 


But the most important thing about the Minister's 
declaration was not only implicitly but explicitly stated by 
the Minister himself, namely, that the Government's policy 
of general internment remained unchanged, and release or 
exemption from internment was being defined by cate- 
gories. The analysed statement which he had given them 
represented a certain progress. But this was insufficient. 
and the policy of internment required revision in its 
fundamentals. (Hear, hear.) 

The President referred to a passage in the statement made 
by Earl Winterton in the debate in the House of Commons, 
which gave rise, he said, to a considerable amount of mis- 
understanding. Earl Winterton had said in his speech : 

‘i am m touch with certain prominent Jews in this country 
who have done a tremendous amount for their coreligionists in 
Germany. They would not like their names mentioned. and it 
would be a gross breach of [friendship to mention them. They 
have said to me again and again, * Preserve us from the 
extremist Jewish and Gentile friends of the refugees in the 
House of Commons and elsewhere.” Let us do everything we 
can, by question and otherwise, to.induce the Government to 
bring about better conditions in. the camps where that. is 


general 
policy is concerned, the interests of this country must come 
first. 

He had not, said Professor Brodetsky, the slightest 
divergence Of opinion with Earl Winterton with regard to 
his last words. But he did not understand what he meant 
when he talked about certain prominent Jews who have 
done tremendous amount for their coreligionists. in 
Germany, expressing views which obviously were not the 
views either of the Board or of the Jewish Community. If 
such views had been expressed by individual Jews who 
pretended to speak as representing organisations, then all 
he could say was that those views were not the views of 
that body or of the mass of the Jews of this country. (Loud 


applause.) 
Mea. Percy Conen (Association of Jewish 


Societies). asked. whethe: it was: a -fact that the 
prominent Jews. referred to might possibly have been 
members of the Executive Committee? 
Unknown—and U nofficial 

The. President replied: that he was afraid he did not 
know which prominent Jews gave views to anybody, 
whether it was to Earl Winterton or anybody else. It 
was recognised that representations upon such matters 
should be made by those who were officially authorised to 


do so on behalf of the Community and were oui of place 


when offered by individuals. In discussions on this matte: 
at the Executive of the Board there were divergences of 
Opinion, but they had now given way to a view which he 
thought was held unanimously in accordance with what he 
had said. 

Mr. Isaac Lanpau (United Synagogue) said he had main- 
tained, not only at the last meeting of the Board but on 
a previous occasion, that it was the duty of the Board to 
approach the Home Office and ask them to review their 
policy of general internment. 

Mr. H. A. Goooman (Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
gregations) said he thought the members of. the Board 
ought to see the memorandum submitted by the Executive. 


There were probably many thousands of refugees im this 


country in whom they were not interesting themselves, and 
he proposed that a small committee should be formed who 
at the next meeting of the Board: should report on the 
whole question of the refugee and internee problem and 
endeavour to bring some form of co-ordination among the 
very large number of bodies which were dealing with the 
question. 

Mr. L. BakSTANSKY (Lodzer) said the utility test did not 
cover the major part of the problem, and the Executive 
was called upon to render its greatest duty at the present 
time not only to refugees but to this country, because by 
drawing the attention of His Majesty's Government to the 
injustices of the present foolish policy they were serving 


‘the best and lasting interests of this country in winning 


the war. | 
Wrong Basis of Release 


Mr. BARNETT JANNER (Leeds, United) particularly 
emphasised. the fact that “B” categories were now being 
placed on the same level as “C” categories. There was 
NOW an Opportunity for those in the “B” category to put 
forward their claims. That did not mean, however, that 


he was satisfied, and he agreed with Mr. Bakstansky that 


the whole idea of basing release upon the ground con- 
tained even in the new White Paper was a wrong one. The 
essential feature of the whole thing should be the question 
of the loyalty, character, and integrity of the persons 
concerned. 
Mr. Orro M. Scuirr. C.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), 
said he did not agree with Mr. Goodman's proposal for 
the establishment of a sub-commitee. They had only 


recently formed the important Executive Committee of | 


the Board, and in his opinion too many committees did 
not lead them anywhere. With regard to the White Paper, 
Mr. Schiff said none of them was Satisfied. But there 
was one important thing about it—it meant progress. 

In replying to the debate, the President again stressed 
the fact that their policy with regard to internment was 
that which was laid down by those who represented the 
Jewish Community officially and not by any individual, be 
he named or anonymous, who might be speaking to any 
particular Minister or any other Member of Parliament. 
That had to be made clear once and for all. | 

Referring to the suggestion for the establishment of a 
small committee, Professor Brodetsky said it was one which 
he was afraid he could not advise the Board to accept. 
There was a Committee in existence called the “ Executive 


Committee,” and if they wanted another committee to go | 
into the question then they had first of all to declare that 


the Executive Committee was unfit to deal with the matter 

of internment. He thought that the accumulations of com- 

mittees inside the Community was doing a lot of harm. 
Mr. Goodman withdrew his proposal. 2 ee 
The report was adopted. |

Polish Anti-Semites in England 


Mr. Leonard J. Stein (Angio-Jewish Association) 
presented the report of the Joint Foreign Committee. 

Mr. Stein, dealing with a paragraph headed “ Poles in 
the United Kingdom,” which referred to disquieting 
evidence of anti-Semitic trends in Polish newspapers pub- 
lished in this. country, said that members would have 
noticed with surprise and regret recent references in the 
Press to this matter. Such propaganda, conducted by 
Poles on British soil. represented an intolerable abuse of 
British hospitality. Who inspired it, who paid for it, he 
did not know. What he did know was that it was not only 
grossly offensive to Jews but was a disservice to Poland 
and to the Allied cause. Those behind it were. playing 
into Hitler's hands and doing precisely what he would 
have them do. - It was hardly necessary to assure the Board 
that suitable representations had been promptly made in 
the proper quarters. 

A clear distinction must be drawn between mischief- 
making individuals and the Polish Government, continued 
Mr. Stein. In last week's Parliamentary debate on the 
Allied Forces Bill, extracts were read from certain orders 
recenily issued to the Polish Army by General Sikorski 
and read on parade to all Polish units. [General Sikorski's 
Order was printed in last week's Jewish CHRONICLE.] 
There was no reason to @oubt that General Sikorski and 
those associated with him were fully alive to the dangers 
inherent in the sowing of dissension by certain elements of 
the Polish Press. 


Representations To Home Office ? 


The President said there could be no two opinions about 
it that any anti-Semitic propaganda in this country, espect- 
ally on the part of people from outside who were here as 
guests, and as welcome guests, in fighting the same battle 
against Nazism, could not be tolerated. The question of 
representations being made directly to the Home Office 
had been very carefully considered and was going to be 
further pursued. 

The report was carried, 

Mr. M. Gorpon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin, United), 
presented the report of the Defence Committee, which was 
adopted. The report stated, in part: 

Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., and Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E., 
were unanimously elected Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the 
Defence Committee.

An informal conferenée on the National War Effort and 
Morale was called under the auspices of the Board. Its object 
was to assist in the co-ordination and _ centralisation of the 
national effort within the Community, with special reference to 
meetings in co-operation with the Ministry of Information. 


_ Reperts by the officials of the Public Relations. Department 


were discussed. These reports showed that the Department was 
concentrating its efforts on the elimination of anti-social conduct 
and many meciings under its auspices had been held for the 
purpose. It was also hoped fo Create local Commiuttces, which 
would assist in this work. It was also keeping in close touch 
with the various organisations dealing with problems arising out 
of the evacuation of children and kindred objects. | 

Mr. Gordon Liverman replied to a question on the 
Hendon Cottage Hospital, whose Matron had turned down 
an application by a Jewish girl for the post of probationer 
nurse on the ground that they did not accept candidates 
of the Hebrew faith. 

To a question put earlier in the meeting by Mr. Percy 
Cohén, C.B.E., whether it was true that the Executive 
Committee had decided to have a fund for the purchase of a 
fighter squadron in the name of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity, the President replied the matter was under 
consideration. 

Tributes were paid at the meeting to the memories of 
Mr. V. Jabotinsky, Rabbi Grodzenski (the Vilna Gaon), 
and Mr. Herbert M. Adler (whose death is reported in 


another column in this issue).

UTILITY STILL THE RULE 
New White Paper 


REVISED CATEGORIES FOR 
RELEASE 
Ihe Home Office White Paper, giving a revised list of 
19 categories for release of internees, has now been pub- 
lished. The most important category is that of proved 
anti-Nazis (No. 19), but the policy of general internment 
continues, release being granted on grounds of utility only, 
not of justice. However, Category 19 goes some way towards 
the principle that the only test should be fona fides. 
Ihe categories are as follows: 
j Persons under 16 or ovel 6S ycars age 
Young persons under the age of cighteen who, at the time 
their internment, were resident with British families or im 
educational establishments, or who, at that date, were resident 
with a parent, step-parent or guardian to whose care the Secretary 
of State ms prepared to allow them to return.

4. Persons who, at the date of their internment, held a permit 
for their. employment issuéd by the Ahens War Service 
Department 
Persons. who, at the time of their internment. had the 
permission of the Secretary of State or the local Chmef Constable 
lo remain in an Alhens Protected Area.

INTERNMENT DEBATE IN THE 
COMMONS 


M.P.s Attack Home Secretary 
“A BESPATTERED PAGE OF HISTORY” 


[By our Lobby Correspondent}. 


The last act of the House of Commons before rising for 
a brief holiday on August 22 was to debate the plight of 
internees. Sir John Anderson, in replying, outlined the 
contents of the new White Paper which was issued two days 
later. Following are some extracts from the speeches: 

Mr. Ruys Davies (Lab., Westhoughton): When all is 


said and done the action of the Government towards some 


of these refugees is incomprehensible. The Jews have been 
in Egypt in bondage, they have suffered in German con- 
centration camps; I do not want us, above all people, to 
play the Pharaoh or the Hitler réle upon them jprowe can 
help it. 

Major V. Cazacet (Con., Chippenham): 
most serious aspects of this affair is the eff on our repu- 
tation abroad. If has been interpreted As an anti-Jewish 
campaign. Although I know that notpfng is further from 
the gnind of the Government than Ahat, there are facts 
which lead to that interpretation. / Of course, there has 
been exaggeration, but how: can yu expect that there will 
not be exaggeration when it has Zfaken over three weeks to 
geet a letter from one party to afiother; when the “ Oxford 
Book of English Verse” has been decreed an unsuitable 
hook for a refugee: when names have been lost; when 
people have disappeared? Frankly, I shall not feel happy 
either as an Englishman or as a supporter of this Govern- 
ment. until this. bespattered page of our history has been 
cleaned up and rewritten, - 


Wholesale Internment Defended 


Fart Wreterton (Con., Horsham and Worthing): I! have 
been for two years the Government representative and Chair- 
man of the Evian Committee, without whose existence a large 
number of these refugees would never have got out of Germany 
at all. 1 have attended conferences in Paris, and at Washington 
under the Chairmanship of the President of the United States; 
and I have in a comparatively small house in London nine 
refugees—seven Belgian and two German Jewish refugees— 
so that I hope I shall not be accused of approaching the sub- 
ject with a natural bias of unfriendliness towards refugees. 
I think we have to try to gct a clear line of demarcation in 
this country between the policy of internment and the method 
of carrying it out.. In regard to the latter, I think we are all 
agreed that there have been serious mistakes. I wish to defend 
the policy of internment with all the vigour I possess. I am 
convinced that cases did occur where Germans said to refugees, 
“ We are going to give you and your people a much worse 
time,‘ but we will give you the opportunity, if you like, of 
going to other countries providing you will help us in any 
way you can.” The wholesale internment of aliens resulted 


Yne of the 


largely from public pressure inside and outside this House. 


The statement I wish to make is that after these peonle were 
interned there was much less leakage of information from this 
country to the Continent than before they were interned. 

Sir Joun Anperson (Home Secretary): I am not here to 
deny for a moment that most regrettable and deplorable things 
have hapnened in the execution of the internment policy. They 
have nothing to do with the merits of the policy. As far as 
we can improve conditions for the future—ereat improvements 
are now being made rapidly—-we shall make those improve- 
ments. So lone as the denger of invasion is a reality—and we 
have been told that it still is—we must maintain in substance 
the policy of general internment. 


How the Matter Developed ae. 


I should like to indicate how the matter developed. The first . 


significant step was taken on May 11. after Norway had been 
overrun and when the attack had already been launched on 
Holland and Belgium. The military authorities came to me, 
late one evening, and represented that, in view of the imminent 
risk of invasion, it was in their view of the utmost importance 
that every male enemy alien between 16 and 70 should be 
removed forthwith from the coastal strip which in their view was 
the part of the country likely, if. invasion took place, to be 
affected. I listened to the representations of the military 
authorities and came to the conclusion that it was quite 
impossible to reject the case put before me. I accepted their 
sugvestion and carried it into force within 24 hours. 

[Sir John explained the amendments to existing categories 
and described the other modifications that were being made on 
the recommendation of the Asquith Committee. He also 
announced an Advisory Committee that was being set up with 
Sir Percy Loraine (ex-Ambassador to Rome) as Chairman to 
consider the cases of Italian refugees]. 

Referring to the procedure for the release of active anti- 
Nazis, Sir John said: I propose that a tribunal shall be appointed 


_ consisting of a chairman of legal experience who will be assisted 


by two or three people appointed because of their knowledge 
of the politics of Germany and Austria. I pr further that 
the tribunal shall be assisted as and when it is\Yhought fit by 
calling u reliable and representative refug who 

oars German political groups to give them edvice. 
information.

Me. K. PickrHoran (Con., Cambridge University): I really 
do not understand why so many of the speeches have argued 
as if this were a matter of pro-Semitism or anti-Semitism, 
which it is not at all. I think it is not excessive to say that 
there has hardly ever before been such an accumulation of 
administrative blunders without some Secretary of State falling 
for it. Internment was not done only to please somebody 
in the War Office: I think it is quite fair to say that there 
was a large demand among British public opinion and that 
there was a considerable opinion among refugees and their 
friends that general internment would be the best policy in 
their own interests as well as in the interests of the State. 

Sm R. Actanp (Lib.. Barnstaple): There are members of 
the Auxiliary Military Pioneer Corps, who fought in France, in 
internment camps in British uniforms. There are famous anti- 
Nazis in the camps, such as Sebastian Hafiner, who wrote a 
psychological analysis of Germany and Nazidom. Why is 
it impossible for the Minister to exercise his authority and get 
that man rele&sed? 

Mra. D. Franxet (Lab., Mile End): The ordinary working- 
class Jews who have been interned have received very little 
support, and very lit attention has been paid to their cases. 

am talking of ordinary rople who have lived here for 30 
or 40 years. I hope, if hoa _ members daw attention in the 
future to obvious mustakes thi cn made, that we 
shall have a quicker method of ge m looked into, 

Me. Osnert Peake (Under-Secretary of State): | have said 
in this House that. there was no evidence that any of these 
refugees [in category C] had been concerned in any hostile 
act of a serious character. I believe that that is still the 
case, but we have had definite cases, not of refugees committing 
hostile acts such as [I have referred to, but of German agents, 
impersonating refugees, who have been so detected, and it is 
therefore not impossible that there are some people whom we 
honestly belicve to be refugees in category C who may be 
enemy agents, 


20,000 Internees 


There are at present interned in this. country between 19,000 
and 20,000 persons. I have visited internment camps, con- 
tainme 17,000... Members who have had an opportunity of 
investigating them in the last week or two will agree that 
conditions. have enormously improved,. and that. the letters 
which described conditions in the early part of July are now 
quite irrelevant. On August 5 we found two camps of .a 
temporary character which were internment camps. One is 
Sutton Coldfield, the other is Prees Heath. Sutton Coldfield 
is extremely unsatisfactory and we have arranged to vacate 
it to-morrow. Prees Heath will similarly be evacuated at as 
early a date as we can arrange for alternative accommodation. 

As we are starting a new quota year for immigration into 
the United States, the chances of persons of German and 
Austrian origia in this country to-day of securing visas for 
the Uwsed/States will be very greatly enhanced. As _ regards 
shipment To Australia, which is the only shipment for which 
the Home Office is directly responsible, there is perfectly con- 
clusive evidence that 90 per cent. of those who went there were 
anxious to go there. 

With regard to gencral welfare in the camps, the people are 
intelligent and clever, many of them are highly skilled and 
already have organised themselves to a very. extraordinary 
degree. They do not want busybodies coming along to give 
them moral uolift. Employment is the most crying need, and 
the Isle of Man does offer exceptional opportunities for the 
employment of men ‘outside the camps. 


TREATING ALLIES AS CONVICTS 


Delegate Conference Protests 
NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR CIVIL LIBERTIES 


[From a Correspondent] 


Intense anger at the continued internment of refugees 
and anti-Nazi aliens, and determination to fight for the full 
restoration of their freedom, was expressed last Saturday at 
a delegate conference and mass demonstration organised 
by the National Council for Civil Liberties at the Central 
Hall, Westminster. Over 1,500 delegates were present, repre- 
senting 1,851,000 members of trade union, co-operative, and 
political bodies, to hear speeches by leading figures of all 
shades of opinion, but united in one thing—the resolve 
that, in fighting Fascism, an equally evil Fascism does not 
enslave Britain. 

The speakers included Mr. Frank Owen, Editor of the 
EVENING STANDARD, Mr. L. C. White, Secretary of 
Civil Service Alliance, Mr. Percy Collick, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen, Professor J. B. S. Haldane, Mr. E. E. Hunter, 
President of the National Union of Journalists, Mr. S. S. 
Silverman, M.P., and Mr, Henry W._Nevinson, President of 
the N.C.C.L. There were messages of support from Mr. 
Lloyd George, the Free German League of Culture, the 
Council of Austrians in Great Britain, a number of M.P.s, 
Professor Norman Bentwich and Captain Liddell Hart. 

The keynote was set by Mr. Nevinson, who opened with 
an impassioned denunciation of the British concentration 
camps. “In my long life,” he said, “I have never been so 
ashamed and humiliated as when I think of what our 
country has done to the refugees.” : 


¥ Why This Contrast ? 


All the other speakers included the claim of the refugees 
in their demands for the safeguarding of human rights. 

Mr. Hunter urged full freedom for the “ fighters for liberty 
scattered and driven from their countries,” and Mr. Owen 
described as “damnable” the attitude of officials in treating 
as convicts those who were our allies. Mr..Owen contrasted 
the treatment of two Austrians, one of whom had fought 
Fascism for seven years and suffered imprisonment, and who 
was now again imprisoned; and the other who had aided 
Fascism and who was now poses to serve in the allied 
fighting forces in Britain-—Pri Starhemberg | 
- Mr. Ronald Kidd, Secretary of the N.C.C.L., described 
the case of a distinguished scientist who had been lost 


on the Arandora Star. His death was the first intimation 


his son received after the internment. Mr. Kidd also 
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attacked anti-Semitism as the prelude to the 
every democratic right, 

Professor Haldane told how a refugee had aided -him 
in risking his life, in the investigations on the sinking of 
the submarine Thetis. The refugee was now interned. “ | 
am agaigst all internments without trial.” said Professor 
Haldane, even those of Mosley and Captain Ramsay. He 
thought that a trial of these two men would expose other 
persons in still higher positions. 

The Chairman, Mr. W. H. Thompson, reported that a 
memorandum had been drawn up proposing that all refugees 
from Nazi oppression, whether free or interned, be placed 
under the protection of the High Commissioner for 
Refugees; that the machinery of applying for release be 
drastically reformed: that the Lytton Committee remedy 
conditions in the camps; and that no transportation to the 
Dominions take place, but that arrangements be made for 
the emigration of refugees as free men 

A resolution adopted by the conference called for the 
restoration of the traditional British right of asylum. and 
concluded: “All proved anti-Fascists who have escaped 
from Fascist tyranny abroad must be released from British 
concentration camps.”

e Lesson of France 


The National Wincil for Civil Liberties has iscued a 
pamphiet entitled “ Your Freedom in Danger,” the writer 
of which refers to the fact that the surrender of France 
was preceded by an. attack: on political freedom and 
continues : 

* Another of the disquieting things which happened in France 
at the beginning of the war was the persecution of anti-Nazi 
refugees. Those who had fought for years before the outbreak 
of war against the Hitler tyranny were, on the outbreak of 
war, herded by the French into insanitary and unhealthy con- 
centration camps. 

“On the other hand, at the beginning of the war. Great 
Britain pursued a more sensible and humane policy. But 
recently this policy has been changed and Britain is following 
the same course as France, While no attempt is made to inter- 
fere with many of the notorious * higher-ups,” friend Hitler 
who are British subjects, German trade union leadere. intelien 
tuals, and soldiers—all of whom have fought in Germany and 
many of whom fought in Spain against Fascism—are now 
again imprisoned in Britain. 

“ It is of course necessary to guard against spies and forejgn 
agents. All reasonable precautions must be taken. but there 
can be no objection to allowing proved anti-Fascists to be at 
liberty and to work in specially defined areas away from all 
military objectives and defence arcas 

“ How we treat our fellow-anti-Fascists is the test of Britain's 
anti-Fasciem and democratic faith.” 


DEPORTATION: THE FACTS 
Mr. Harry Sacher’s Disclosure 


In a letter to the MaNcHesTeR GUARDIAN Mr. Harry 
Sacher gives the following facts about the deportations: 

“The Government sought and received the consent of 
the Canadian and Australian Governments to take charge 
in the one case of 7,000 and in the other of 10,000 deportees. 
The deportees were to be prisoners of war and refugees 
in Class A considered to be politically dangerous aliens. The 
Dominion Governments made arrangements for the intern- 
ment of thesé dangerous persons, and the Australian 
Government prepared camps in. Central Australia and an 
island off the Queensland coast. 

“The deportations to Canada were to be the first, and 


the necessary shipping was arranged. It was found, how- 


ever, that in the British internment camps there were no 
more than between 3,000 and 4,000 prisoners of war and 
aliens in Class A. The Home Office was communicated 
with, and instructions were given to make up the balance 
from Classes B and C. This was done. 

“When the turn of Australia came there were no 
prisoners of war and no aliens of Category A at all avail- 
able, so the Home Offic® p2ye-instrictiom: to send out persons 
in Categories B and C. Australian Government 
found out what was happening fut a stop to the business. 

“It should not be impossible,” concludes Mr. Sacher, 
“for Parliament to extract from Sir John Anderson the 
name of the official in his department who was responsible.”

“HENDON HOSPITAL BANS JEWS” 


No Discrimination at “Charing Cross”’ 


From MR. PHILIP INMAN 
(Chairman, Charing Cross Hospital) 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—My attention has been called to a letter in your issue 
of the 16th inst., in which it is stated that Hendon Cottage 
Hospital is affiliated to the Charing Cross Hospital, May 
I explain what that word “affiliated means? Some 
twenty years ago the General Nursing Council (which is 
the statutory body set up by the Govern-nent to standardise 
the training of nurses) requested the large teaching 
Hospitals to dliow the smaller Institutions to send a num- 


ber of their nurses to them for completion of their 


training. Hendon Cottage Hospital was one of these 
institutions to become associated with us at Charing Cross. 
The arrangement is, that we take from them four nurses 
a year. And there our responsibility ends. We have no 
representation whatever on the Board of the Hendon 
Cottage Hospital; nor have we any say in their control of 
the admission of nurses to their staff. 

I would emphasise that we, at this Hospital, know no 
distinction of creed in selecting candidates for our nursing 
service, and our records show that we have trained quite a 
number of girls of the Jewish faith, We have here-—and 
are proud of it—a Levy Ward, endowed by the family of 
the late Lord Burnham, as well as many beds which are 


generously supported by Jewish institutions and individuals.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SPIRITUAL SHELTERS 


HE concluding chapter of our Sidra, with its emphasis 
Tron Israel's observance of his three pilgrimage festivals, 

recalls to mind a medieval parable. Here it is. A wise 
father once summoned his children around him, and handing 
them a garland of three exquisitely shaped flowers, 
addressed them in this wise: “ Know ye, my children, that 
life bears in its wake many a painful moment. Our bodies 
are attacked by disease, our spirits bruised by tormenting 
anxiety, and our faith assailed by raids of despair. It 
is in those tormenting moments that you will need some 
refuge for your soul. Then you must clutch these flowers 
to your bosom and take a refreshing breath of their 
heavenly scent—for these heavenly blossoms will neither 
fade nor die. Then, my dear children, something miraculous 
will transpire. Soothed will be your pain, banished your 
anguish, stilled your anxiety, and you will be endowed 


with fortitude and vision to enable you to continue trudging 
life's daily round.” 


‘THE application? Quite simple. Like all other earthly 

stories, it has a heavenly meaning. The wise father 
of the story is none other than God and we are his children. 
lhe remarkable floral gift handed to us is the three festivals, 
Passover, Pentecost, and Tabernacles, so graphically des- 
cribed once again in our Sidra. They are meant to be 
the spiritual shelters for the storm-tossed’ mariners on life's 
restiess: seas, wherein they find comfort for their sorrow 
and a surcease from their ills. Were not Jewish life brightened 
by these festive. landmarks, the Israclite, because of a 
hostile world, would have nothing to strive after, beyond 
the means of satisfying his lower cravings: nothing to live 
for, save mere life itself—life in its grosser aspects. Soothed, 
however, by the presence of these festivals, with their 
messages of hope, faith, and courage, the Jew becomes 
steeled to face all insidious onslaughts, ready to cry defiance 
to all his persecutors, and armed with the resistance to 
encroach upon Time and -exhaust Fternity. Ht this 
thought that inspired a sage to exclaim: “ He that despises 
to observe the festivals, has no share in the world to come.” 


PART from the beneficial influence exercised by these 
festivals on the mind and body ol the observer, their 
importance consists primarily in the fact that they foster 
historic consciousness and strengthen the feelings of Jewish 
loyalty to the past, prétent, and future. Each of the three 
festivals embodies a cardinal principle of our faith: Thus 
Passover, with its elaborate ceremonialism, adumbrates the 
unshakable Jewish doctrine of the existence of God. For 
what other festival commemorates the miracles of His 
providence to a greater extent? Were not even the Egyptians 
constrained to exclaim: “This is the finger of God”? 
Pentecost, with its memories of Revelation, emphasises the 
need. for discipline and law in life, and the need for the 
moral imperative in everyday belief and action, Tabernacles 
follows, with its insistence ‘on God's watchful.brief over 
His own throughout the storms and hurricanes of tem- 
pestuous life. All three underline the reassuring belief that 
God's vigilant eye ts never closed, and that the “ Guardian 
of Israel neither slumbers nor sleeps.” He is waiting to 
descend to us if we but make the effort to ascend to Him. 


UR festivals, examined from whatever angle, have no 
greater merit than this fostering of pious resignation and 

the inculcation of national pride. For whether we regard 
ourselves as a nation or as a religious denomination, there 
can be no difference of opinion as to the fact that Jews 
were originally a proud nation on its own territory, and that 


its religion developed along national lines. Yes, a peculiar . 


nation we have aiways been, a nation that has made its 
religion the guiding factor im its existence, and therefore 
able to maintain itself even after the national centre was 
destroyed; a nation that strove conscientiously to realise 
in its national life the highest ideals of religion and mogafity, 
a nation that has always declared the belief in God and 
loyalty to His name the main criteria of patriotism and 
national adherence. Yet a nation, nevertheless. with a 
history. language, and literature, national institutions and 
customs, national heroes and martyrs. Celebrating our 
festivals with feelings of affection and sincerity, we become 
stirred by thoughts of past greatness, by feelings of pride 
that surge up in our breasts as we contemplate Israel's 
miraculous survival, and by the sympathies aroused within 
us at the recollection of past ordeals and vicissitudes, And 
in these days of shifting doubts and growing depressions, 
it is a tome to resort to our spiritual shelters and regard 
life steadily and whole either from the historic Seder table, 
the flower-decked Synagogue, or the star-canopied booth. 


FINAL word. Important as the observance of our 

festivals has always beengét is infinitely more important 
in this time of the crushing of nations and the transforma- 
tion of the map of the world. The enemy may shatter 
our homes and bomb our cities, but as long as our souls 
are not crushed and our hearts are still uplifted, victory is 
far from being his. The enemy knows this, and his aim 
will be to break our spirit; but when we are safe within 
our festive shelters and religious places of refuge, his fury 
will be spent in vain. Let us, accordingly, confidently repair 
to the shores of religious belief and await patiently the 
time when the darkness will pass and the light of God's day 
break through. For deathless is the assurance of the 
Psalmist that “ weeping may endure for the night, but joy 
cometh in the morning.”

Adler. He was educated at 
the City of London School 
/ and St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, and was a Whewell 
Scholar of International Law 
and Stewart of Rannoch Scholar in Hebrew. He wrote “A 
Summary of the Law of Corporations” and “ Restraint of 
Trade.” 

In the last war Mr. Adler was a Captain and Adjutant 
in the R.A.S.C., and was awarded the M.B.E. (Military 
Division) for his services. 

One of Mr. Adler's first posftions as a worker in the 
Jewish Community was as Joint Hon. Secretary of the Sir 
Moses Montefiore Testimonial Committee. It js thirty- 
three vears since his interest first began in Jewish educa- 
tion. He became a member of the Supervision Committee 
of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes and of the 
Committee of the Stepney Jewish Schools, of which his 
father had been President since 1863. Later he himself 
became President of the Schools. 

Mr. Adler was appointed Director of Jewish Education 
in 1922 and so occupied the post for 17 years. His position 
made him better known, personally, to Jewish communities 
throughout Great Britain than, perhaps, any member of 


@ Anglo-Jewry, because of his numerous journeys to examine 


classes and advise on Jewish education, 


Educating Evacuated Children 


The seventeenth annual report of the Central Committee 
issued last vear contains the following tribute to Mr. Adler: 

“ Since May, 1922, the Community has had the inestimable 
benefit of Mr. Adler's selfléss and wholehearted devotion to the 
task he then undertook, and the Central Committee desire to 
place on record their warm appreciation of the service he has 
rendered to religious education in Anglo-Jewry: ... . Qn Metro- 
politan as well as on provincial problems, Mr. Adler's advice was 
given with sound knowledge and sympathetic understanding, and 
the Central Committee could always confidently rely on. his 
judgement. The Central Committee are grateful to him for having 
maintained a high standard in ti religious education of Anglo- 


The difficult work undertaken by the Joint Emergency 
Committee for the religious education of Jewish evacuated 
children in which Mr. Adier took part after the outbreak 
of the war was explained by him to a meeting of the Jewish 
ReligioGs Education Board in December last. By that time, 
he said, 58 centres had been established and the nuntber of 
children attending numbered 3,600. It was hoped to cater 
for 7,500. The situation was later complicated by the drift

LIEUT.-COL. CLAUDE BEDDINGTON 
An Adventurous Career 


The death of Lieut.-Colonel Claude Beddington, which 
was disclosed on Sunday, was the result of machine-gun fire 
from two German‘ planes which swooped on his vacht 
Cachalot near the Welsh coast. He was commanding the 
yacht on Admiralty service. 

The Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O., writes: 

The death of Claude Beddington at the age of 72 whilst 
serving in the Royal Navy fits in with the fearless and 
energetic spirit he displayed throughout his life. He was 
the son of Alfred H. Beddington, at one time an Hon. Officer 
of the Central Synagogue, and his mother was a sister of 
David L. Alexander, K.C., for many years President of the 
Board of Deputies. Though he met his end at sea, Beddington 


was an active member of the Territorial Army from his early 


years, commanding his regiment, the Westmorland and 
Cumberland Yeomanry, in France through the Great War. 
He regularly attended the Chanucah Military Services during 
the years that I was a Chaplain. He was an ardent yachts- 
man, and his recent book, “ A Brixham Trawler,” describing

LEON TROTSKY 
Early Rejection of Judaism 


The death of Leon Trotsky in Mexico City on Wednesday 
week was announced as last week's issue of this paper 
went to press. Trotsky, co-builder with Lenin of the Russian 
Bolshevik Revolution, died as the result of wounds inflicted 
by an assassin in his home—a violent end to the famous 
exile’s violent life. 

Leon Trotsky was born sixty-one years ago, under the 
name of Lev Davidovitch Bronstein, in Janovka, a small 
town in South Russia. His autobiography (“ My Life,” 
written when he was fifty) throws some light on the, atmo- 
sphere in which he was brought up—not a very Jewish one. 

His parents were Jewish colonists who settled on a farm 
in the district of Kherson. By dint of intelligence and hard 
work they managed to make good as agriculturists and even 
to attain toa state of moderate wealth. David Bronstein did 
not have much regard for the Jewish faith as he understood 
it, while Mrs. Bronstein maintained certain Jewish practices 
more out of natural conservatism than out of any conscious 
love of the religion of. her forefathers. 

Thus Trotsky writes: 

“In my father’s family there was no strict observance . of 
religron At first, appearances were kept up through sheer 
inertia: on Holy Days my parents journeyed to the Synagogue 
in the colony; mother abstained from ‘sewing on Saturdays, at 
least within the sight of others. But all this ceremonial observy- 
ance of religion lessened as years. went on—as the children grew 
up and the prosperity of the family increased. Father did not 
believe in God from his youth, and in later years spoke openly 
about it before mother and the children Mother preferred 
to avoid the subject, but when occasion required would raise 
her eyes im. prayer.” 

Generally Judaism was a matter of complete indifference to 
the young Trotsky. He was educated at a Jewish school4mn 
the Jewish colony, later went to Odessa where he lived with 
Jewish relatives (quite unobservant with the exception of an 
aunt who, as he s#ys “did not matter ") and attended the 
high school, where he with other Jewish boys feceived separate 
instruction in Bible and Jewish history from a Jewish teacher 
whose lessons “ were never taken seriously by fhe boys.’ Owing 

the variety of nationalities in the school, there was no par- 
tidular baiting of Jewish boys so that one may fairly say that 

ti-Jewish discrimination played ho part in the psychological 
make-up of the youthful Trotsky. 

In his subsequent life he took no interest whatsoever in Jews 
or Judaism.

Germany and Italy 
ATTEMPT TO COUNTERACT PANIC 


Slowly but surely the news of the successes of the British 
bombers over German soil is becoming widely known 
throughout Germany; despite the strict orders issued by the 
authorities to evacuees from the bombed areas to maintain 
complete silence on the damage done by the R.A.F. 

The Nazi authorities are trying to counteract the effect 
on the population created by the reports on the successful 
British raids by characterising them as inventions of the 
* Jewish, pro-British agents ” and, in order to lend credence 
to their case, Jews are being arrested on charges of spreading 
alarming news. [In reality, however, anti-Nazis at work in 
Holland, Belgium, Poland, and Czechoslovakia are seeing 
to it that the people in Germany learn the truth about the 
work of the British bombers in Germany and the R.A.F. 
victories in Britain by means of leaflets smuggled into the 
Third Reich with the help of German anti-Nazis 

It is rumoured that the R.A.F. raids are responsible for 
a decision to send some 30,000 more Nazis to Poland trom 
the Ruhr district. - The official reason given is that the 
Nazis wish to strengthen the German element in Poland, 
where the newcomers will be accommodated in houses 
vacatéd by Jews. 

In Italy, the Fascist authorities are following the example 
of the Nazis by exiling all alien Jews from Florence, Milan, 
Turin, Genoa. Trieste, and Sardinia. As in Germany, the 
Jews are accused of pro-British activities. It should be 
noted that: the term ‘alien Jew” is also applied in Italy 
to Italian Jewish subjects who have: lost their Italian 
nationality. as a result of the Fascist Jew-laws; and it is 
reported that large numbers. of Italians genuinely deplore 
these mass expulsions and the growing tendency of Mussolini 
to copy. Hitler's methods. 


POGROMS TO ORDER 
Nazi Preparations in France 


Big anti-Semitic outbreaks in France have been timed 
for next month, according to CAVALCADE. 

The man in charge of the anti-Semitic terror is Dr. 
Wilhelm Karl Kugler, a Nazi who is said to have organised 
many anti-Jewish excesses in Germany and who was res- 
ponsible for directing the great pogrom in November, 1938, 
after the shooting in Paris of Herr Vom Rath. Assisting 
Kugler is a staff of newspaper-men, radio announcers, and 
platform propagandists. They are spreading the lie that the 
Jews are responsible for the war, and the lack of food 
and work. 

Last week windows were broken and fourteen persons 
arrested in the Champs-Elysées, Paris, when anti-Semitic 
demonstrators paraded. Another group tried to force an 
entrance into the office of a youth organisation in the Rue 
de Valois. Police arrested the group, but later they were 
released. 

The New York press reports that Nazi officials aft Visiting 
internment camps in unoccupied France and removing 
anti-Nazi refugees to the Reich. 

In occupied France, the Nazis have ordered the arrest of 
all Jews who served in the Polish and Czech Legions and 
who were trapped during the retreat. Their entire property 
is to be confiscated and their businesses placed under the 
control of Nazi Commyssigners. 

Large numbers of Fréfich officials in the unoccupied area 
are said to be sabotaging decrees of the Petain Government, 
including its anti-Jewish measures. The workers in particular 
are showing a lack of confidence in the Government's policy 
and strong criticism is heard against the trials of M. 
Mandel and other ex-Ministers, which are regarded as 
deplorable demonstrations of subservience to Hitler's 
demands. 


News has reached Geneva that M. Jean Zay, Minister of 
Education in the Cabinet of M. Daladier, is Soins tried by 
the military tribunal at Clermont-Ferrand for the alleged crime 
of “ desertion.” M. Zay, who is a Jew, is the first of the 
former Ministers accused by the Vichy Government—the real 
deserters—to be tried.

This week it was announced that a Jewish reservation 
is to be established. presumably on the Lublin model. 

Dr. Tiso, the Prime Minister, who is organising the 
“ Aryanisation ” of Jewish businesses, has been complaining 
that there are not enough qualified “ Aryans” to take over. 
Superfluous civil servants are therefore to be given the 
necessary business training.

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JEWS FROM GIBRALTAR 
Evacuees Reach Britain 


Among the evacuees who have arrived in Britain from 


| Gibraltar are about 450 Jews. 


These Gibraltarians (says a Jewisu CHRONICLE representa- 

tive) are descendants of Jews who settled on the “ Rock ” 
shortly after the British occupation in 1704. They are 
members of the Spanish and Portuguese Community, ‘and 
the London Congregation has been in communication with 
the Ministry of Health, who, I am informed, has shown 
an appreciation of the needs of these new evacuees and 
has expressed its willingness to do everything possible to 
meet their needs, particularly in regard to Kashrut. 

The evacuees are at present accommodated at various 
hotels in London, but it is the intention of the Ministry to 
transfer them to an all-Jewish centre. It is expected that 
this will be done before the New Year Holy-days. 

Before the evacuation, the total Jewish population of 
Gibraltar was somewhat less than 1,000. The Community 
possesses four Synagogues, one of which, Shaar Ashamayim,

POLES SPREAD ANTI-SEMITISM 


A Curious Truculence 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—I have followed with great interest and appreciation 
the well-informed references in your columns, both editorial 
and from your former Warsaw correspondent, to the Polish 
political developments and especially to the lamentable evidence 
of the existence amongst Poles of influence even to-day of 
that anti-Semitic poison which was so important an ally of 
Hitier, and I would like to call your attention to more recent 
developments. and to be favoured’ with the opportunity of 
expressing my views thereon 

In an article entitled “An Untimely Sally,” Dzrennix 
Poiski—the official organ of the Polish Government ‘in 
London—makes an attack on THe JewitsH CHRONICLE and its 
former Warsaw Correspondent for exposing Endek activity in 
England. ‘The article declares that while the: accusations in 


THe Jewish CHRONICLE are unjustified, the “ dragging in” of. 


a member of the Polish Government is even less excusable. 
The official Polish organ is very annoyed because THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE articles were cabled to the United States by the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, and created the impression that 
the Polish Government was anti-Jewish. Denying this, the 
paper asserts that the attitude of the Polish authorities towards 
the Jews is not only correct but more than correct. In the 
offices of the Polish Government, says the paper, the number 
of Jews is considerable. That is sufficient proof, the writer 
continues, of the correctness of the attitude of the Polish 
Government. towards Jews. It is so correct, in fact, that it 
causes astonishment among foreigners: The writer concludes 
by warning Jewish leaders that such complaints made to the 
outer world will only “go to make Polish ears more deat 
to all st Jewish @mplaints.” 

Now, Sir, in the first place Tue Jewtsu Cnronicrie, I have 
noticed, did not in any way attack the Polish Government 
in this matter. It merely discussed the anti-Jewish activity 
of Jestem PoLaKieM, a paper which openly declared that 
it. would “* continue the traditions of the Prosto Mostv,” the 
most vehement of the anti-Jewish publications in- pre-war 
Poland. Nor did you or- your correspondent “drag in” a 
member of the Polish Government. That gentleman's article 
was printed in bold type on the front page of JestemM POLAKIEM. 
Furthermore, the very next number of this same paper included 
an article by another member of the Polish Government, 
General Hater, now thé Minister of Polish Culture. I learn 
from my Polish friends he was appointed to this post after 
the Polish Cabinet had arrived in London, Not one, therefore, 
but two members of the Cabinet have found it possible to 


- associate publicly with and therefore presumably to approve 


a paper which openly boasts that it will carry on the traditions 
of the anti-Semitic press in Poland. 

But that is not all; even the official. Dztennik Potsx1 finds 
it proper at this juncture to defend the anti-Semitic JesTeM 
PoLakieM, thus giving the official cachet, as it were, to the 
paper. Does this mean that Dztenntk Potsk! approves of 
the policy and action of Jesrem PoLakiem? = If it does not, why 
defend it? Rather should it have called it sharply to order, 
instead of reserving all its strictures for THe Jewish CHRONICLE. 

As for the paper’s talk about the numerous Jewish officials 


Gn the Polish Government, I have made extensive inquiries 


amongst those well informed concerning the Polish Civil Service 
and all I have been able to gather is that there are only one 
or two Jews now working in the whole of the Polish Civil 
Service. There are several other converted Jews working in 
the departments, but these are the very Jews who abandoned 
their Jewish faith in order to find jobs in the Polish Civil 
Service before the war. They could not have got their jobs 
had they remained Jews.. In any case, since when are converted 
Jews to be reckoned as Jews? So far this has only been done 
by the Nazis: but now the Nazi example, it seems, is being 
followed by the writer in the Dzrenntk POLSKI. | 

Finally, I would like to call attention to a particularly ugly 


aspect of this Polish anti-Semitic activity revealed by JesTeEM 


PoLakteMmM. It would be hard enough if these Polish guests 


in Britain were to foster only amongst their own coterie the. 
as one of 


anti-Semitic views which we all recognise to-da 
Hitler's most valued assistants. But the boys of the Prosro 
Mosru are obviously spreading the poison amongst English- 
men, as witness the publicity and support which they are receiv- 
ing from one of the less responsible Roman Catholic papers. 
True, this paper has always tended, to the disgust of better 
Catholic opinion, to applaud anti-Semites. But it is serious

NO THANKS, FATHER COUGHLIN! 


Mr. Willkie Rejects Jew-baiter’s 
Support 


Mr. Wendell Willkie, the Republican candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States, stated this week that he 
did not desire the support of Father Ccughlin, the “ radio 
priest” of Detroit. He said he disapproved of Father 
Coughlin’s anti-Jewish sentiments. 

Father Coughlin had been about to go on the air once 
again after a radio silence of some months. 

Recently, in an interview with the New York Jews 
Day, Mr. Willkie declared: “ Anti-Semitism is a possible 
criminal movement, and every anti-Semite is a possible 
traitor to America.” An anti-Semitic movement, he added, 
would be a calamity for the U.S.A. Later, in his speech 
accepting nomination as Republican candidate, Mr. Willkie 
denounced the Nazis for their “ barbarous persecution” of 
the Jews, and pledged himself to preserve America as a land 
free from hate and bitterness and from racial and class 
distinction. 

The hostility to anti-Semitism of Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. 
Willkie’s Democratic opponent, is; of course, well known. 


U.S. ARMY HAS FIRST FULL-TIME 
JEWISH CHAPLAIN 


Rabbi Bernard Segal 


Rabbi Bernard Segal, of the Queen's Village Jewish 
Centre, New York, has been appointed Jewish Chaplain 
to the United States Army—the first full-time Jewish Chap- 
lain to be appointed since the last war. He will hold 
the rank of First Lieutenant, and will serve at Camp Dix, 
New Jersey. His association with the U.S. Army dates 
from 1936. 

Rabbi Segal, who is only 32, was born in Lipno, Poland, 
and came to the U.S.A. at the age of 14. He studied at 
Columbia University and the Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America, and became a Rabbi in 1933. A great deal 
of his activity centred round club work. 


HE TURNED DOWN £750 RISE 
_U.S. Educationist’s Gesture 


One. of America’s leading educationists, Dr. Paul 
Klapper, President of Queen's College, New York, has 
come into the news as an Oliver Twist im reverse-—he 
refuses to accept an increase of £750 a year in his salary. 

Dr. Klapper, whe ts a Jew, was born in. Jassy, 
Rumania, 55 years ago, and came to the U.S.A. in 1892. 
His work in education has recerved general recognition, 
and the trustees of Queen’s College unanimously decided 
that his present salary of £3,750 should be raised to that 
received by Presidents of other New York colleges. “ The 
work he has done,” declared. one of the trustees, “is so 
extraordinary that Queen's College, in its short life, has 
already earned itself a reputation throughout the country.” 
But Dr. Klapper replied that he was more interested in 
raising the salaries of the low-paid: members of the staff 
and getting more teachers for the College. 

Education for its own sake has always. been Dr. 
Klapper’s. supreme concern. He himself -passed from 
elementary school to university. After his appointment 
in 1921 as Professor of-Education at City College, New 
York, Governor Alfred Smith made him a member of the 
Friedsam Commission on educational problems, and he 
served on several official committees. In 1937 he became 
President of Queen’s College. He is the author of many 
books on educational methods, and is. known as a firm 
opponent of formal curriculum and traditional modes of 
discipline. 


ITALIANS WHO HATE ANTI-SEMITISM 


The annual convention of the National Italian-American 
Civic League, meeting at Madison, Wisconsin, has 
unanimously adopted a resolution condemning “ abusive 
and false propaganda” and “artificially inspired race 
hatred.” The resolution denounces propaganda levelled 
against citizens of the Jewish faith in America, and pledges 
the League to combat these forces with all the means at its 
disposal. 


Baron Eugene de Rothschild, formerly of Vienna, who was 
imprisoned by the Nazis for nearly a year, arrived recently 
in New York on board the aeroplane “ Yankee Clipper.” He 
told reporters that he might shortly pay a visit to England. 

M. Darius Milhaud, the French Jewish composer, has arrived 
in New York from Lisbon, accompanied by his wife and young 
son.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRO-NAZIS 
Attacks on Synagogues 


Despite the increased vigilance of the authorities the 
anti-Semitic pro-Nazis in South Africa are continuing their 
activities. In Paarl, they painted swastikas and anti-Jewish 
slogans on the walls and doors of the Synagogue and 
Hebrew school. In Nigel, Transvaal, an explosion blew a 
hole in the wall of the Jewish Guild Hall. All ings na- 
gogues in Johannesburg are being guarded. 

The Society of Jews and Christians in Capetown has held 
a special meeting of ministers of both religions to enlist 
support for the movement against anti-Semitism, racial and 
religious intolerance and pro-Nazi activities. The Dowager 
Lady De Villiers presided, and the Archbishop of Capetown, 
Dr. J. R. Darbyshire, and Rabbi Israel Abrahams were the 
principal speakers. 

A register of ail Jews serving in the Union Forces is 
to be compiled by the South African Jewish Board of 
Deputies. This action is particularly important in view 
of the disruptive propaganda accusing Jews of reluctance to 


join up, despite the recent declaration of the Minister of 


Justice,.Dr. Colin Steyn, that Jews were volunteering for 
service in even larger proportions than other sections of 
the population. —

A South African Jewish Enlistment 
Record 


What looks like a record for enlistment has been accom- 
plished by the small South African Jewish Community of 
Kingwilliamstown. 


The total number of male Jews between the ages of. 


18 and 35 is seven. Every one of them has gone on active 
service. All the remaining Kingwilliamstown Jews of 35 
and over are in the Police Reserve.

Congregation, -has. been appointed Chaplain to the South 
African Forces. He has been placed on the reserve of officers. 
Recently, Rabbi W. Hirsch, of Pretoria, was appointed part- 
time Chaplain to the Forces at Roberts Heights. 


BELGIUM—The municipalities of Brussels and Antwerp 
have been forced by the Nazis to issue regulations for- 
bidding Jews to trade m local markets. Jewish pediars have also 
been banned. This is a great blow to Jews, as few other occupa- 
tions are now open to them, and if unemployed tilicy -are 
promptly drafted into forced labour battalions. 


CANADA,—A luncheon was given by the Zionist Executive in 
Montreal recently. in honour of Lord Melchett, who paid a brief 
visit to the city. Lord Melchett analysed the part Great Britain 
was playing as defender of human mghts in Europe, ’and ureed 
the people of Canada to do their utmost to help every war 
effort. They must look to the post-war rehabilitation of the 
broken Jewries of Europe and bear in mind that Palestine must 
become a centre for Jewish effort. An expanded programme 
of huge magnitude must be undertaken to provide for the 
rebuilding of Jewish life in Eretz Yisrael.

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THE FIRST YEAR—AND 
AFTER 


“TET us learn our'lessons. Never, never, never believe 
anv war will be smooth and easy, or that anyone who 
embarks on that strange voyage can measure the tides 
and hurricanes he will encounter... . SO wrote the 
Prime Minister ten years ago, and few in this and other 
belligerent countries—including probably Germany 
herself now—will, looking back on the first year of the 
present war, challenge the truth of Mr. Churchill's 
prophetic words. | : 

Against this country, in particular, the hurricanes have 
howled, and the tides have been proved immeasurable 
and unforeseeable. But history will have an astonishing 
story to tell, the tale of the British people calmly stand- 
ing up to disasters sufficient to unnerve and overwhelm 
a nation twice as formidable and many times better 
prepared. It will be the epic of a great nation setting 
itself, coolly, and in reliance on God and its own just 
cause, to rebuild its defences and snatch victory out 
of the very jaws of defeat. It will “be the story of a 

- steadfastness as heroic as it must surely be unexampled. 
From the fortitude and serenity of Britain and her great 
Prime Minister in the past memorable months, genera- 
tions still unborn will draw inspiration in the eternal 
struggle of sight against wrong. 

During the same twelve months Jews have, in a special 
degree, eaten the bread of affliction. They have seen 
one after’ another of their communities crush d, 
despoiled, tortured, and slain. The Jew has sull been 
the earliest victim and the best-hated target ol the 
oppressor. But let him, survivor of so many mis- 
fortunes, take courage afresh from the manly Brittsh 
example and be steadfast and true to himselt and his 
history. There are streaks of light, even for the Jew, 
in the brooding darkness. The defeats so far suffered 
by the champions of right and freedom and justice are 
not the last. word in this epochal struggle.. As a pointer 
to the final issue, they lie. Indeed, thé recent days have 
-seen more than a few straws blown by the wind ol 
victory from a very different quarter than has so tar 
favoured the enemies of this country. Victory, when 
it comes. will be more than a victory of democracy 
over tyranny. It will be a victory, of God over anti-God. 
And—let the Jew take heart from this—it will proclaim 
to deluded peoples the rotten falsity and worthless 
treachery of anti-Semitism, that crackpot cult with 
which the gangsters have drugged their nations into 
servitude. In this victory, in very truth, will be the 
unarguable answer for all time to anti-Jewish ranters. 
Jew-baiting was their panacea for every ill, real or 
imaginary, which their peoples suffered. Jew-baiting 
was shricked in the ears of the ignorant and the 
malicious as the economic cure-all and the sure method 
io secure domination of other nations and glory for 
their own. With its certain failure it will be shown up 
even in the eyes of the dullest and most ignorant dupes 

of anti-Semitism for the mean swindle it really is. 

The first year of war has already begun to shape the 
new world, of which many haye fondly dreamed. 
Britain and America, the profagonists of freedom, are 
drawing ever closer together in bonds of brotherhood. 
Nothing that this war can produce can offer a more 
heartening prospect for all who have not lost their 
faith in mankind. It will be no arid partnership rooted 
in Anglo-Saxon isolation from the other nations and 
their troubles, but an instrument for leading them to 
saner and loftier conceptions of human happiness. In 
this monumental task Jews, with their capacity for high 
thinking and sacrifice, can take a worthy share. The 
prospect of this noble work ahead, as great as any in 
their history, and as self-ennobling and fundamentally 
Jewish, must exert a tonic action upon nerve and effort 
by giving an added dignity of purpose to the present 
sacrifices. 

Even now there is no time to lose in Je) alae 
for the future. Jewry of these islands, and of America 
too, must look to their own estate. Do not let us 
deceive ourselves. The first year of the war has disclosed 
ugly and menacing cracks and fissures in our own com- 
munal structure. It has revealed a Jewish Community 
with no clear ideas of what it wants and where it wants 
to go, which meets emergencies with improvisations, 
and drifts idly and lazily along at the mercy of accident 


and circumstance. Once for all, we Jews must think out 


our relation to past ideas in religion, in our economic 
life, in our organisation, charitable and otherwise, in 
our future position in the nation of which we are proud 
to form part. We must decide what of our vast store 
_ of tradition and practice should be preserved in present 


é 


any rate, 
-cOnsideration, 


use and what treasured in our national memory. Once 
and for all, we must plan our communal life on a 
coherent plan and abandon the chaos which is the 
herald of dissolution. Only thus shall we achieve 
something for which the future generations of Jews will 
be willing to live, and if nced be die. Without it, 
English Jewry will just amble along the road to 
extinction which others before them have trodden, 
leaving, like an “insubstantial pageant faded,” not a 
track behind. 


GENERAL INTERNMENT TO CONTINUE 


THE new. concessions to refugees just announced— 
including those which enable certain Category B internees 
to apply for release, and which promise a complete revision 
of the cases of Germans and Austrians in that category “ on 
general grounds of equity “—indicate a further advance in 
the approach towards a sensible and humane handling of 
the whole question, The same may be said of the work of 
Lord Lytton’s Council, whose function is the advising of 
the Government on the morale and welfare of aliens, and 
especially enemy aliens, in this country. 
last Thursday the Home Secretary made it abundantly clear 
that the principle of general internment will be maintained 
in all essentials for the time being. No one, including the 
Government; can pretend to be enamoured of such a policy, 
which is. calculated to lead to cruel hardship, is contrary 
to an ‘age-long tradition which has served this country: well, 
and is likely to play into the hands of the unscrupulous 
enemy propagandists. On the other hand, it would be idle 
to deny that the presence in this country of great numbers of 
so-called enemy aliens at a time of acute anxiety, when the 
nerves of great masses of people are highly strung and even 
the military authorities are liable to be. carried away by 
apprehension, does constitute a difficult problem which 
should be considered with as great a- degree of objectivity 
as the feelings produced by the recital of administrative 
bungling and refugee suffering will permit. | 


A POSSIBLE WAY OUT 


THe Government, however, being determined at present 
to stand by the principle of general internment, the question 
arises how far the action subsequently taken to modify its 
most objectionable aspects can rid it of its worst results. The 
Home Secretary stated that the retention of the principle in 
substance did not mean that the situation should not be 
speedily alleviated. He declared that the relaxations recom- 
mended by the Asquith Committee were only a beginning, 


. and expressed the hope that within the limits of the policy 


of general internment substantial numbers of aliens would 
be released. This is satisfactory—as far as it goes, But it 
hardly measures up to the declaration of the Duke of 
Devonshire in the recent House of Lords debate to the effect 
that the Home Office hoped to secure the release of all 
internees whose freedom would involve no danger to the 
country. This declaration would seem to be of a character 
more far-reaching than is to be understood by the word 
“ substantial ” which Sir John Anderson now uses; and it is 
not to be wondered at that the Deputies now propose to send 
a deputation to Sir John to ask that it should be 
implemented, 


A very great deal, however, depends on the degree of cer- 
tainty with which the reliability of refugees can be established. 
Some guidance will nevertheless be provided by the new 
Tribunal announced by the ‘Home Secretary, consisting of a 
chairman of legal experience and two or. three others 
possessing knowledge of German and Austrian politics, 
assisted by reputable and. representative refugees who were 
leaders of German political groups and could provide advice 
and information. This follows very much the lines of 
the proposal made and supported in these columns. Given 
a fair and conscientiods attempt on the part of the new body 
to get at the truth, few potentially dangerous aliens could 
slip through the inquiry net. -Then the Home Office’s hope, 
as stated by the Duke of Devonshire, could well be given 
effect, and the vast majorityeof the German and Austrian 
refugees, who are by common consent as friendly to. this 
country as they are bitterly hostile to the Nazi regime, 
would in due course, and under reasonable safeguards, to 
which no one could object, recover their lost liberty, We 
would also re-echo the hope of Lord Winterton that every- 
thing possible will be done to facilitate the emigration of 
refugees overseas. The new quota year for U.S. immigration 
should, according to a Parliamentary statement, greatly 
enhance the opportunities for this desirable process. 


BROADCASTS IN YIDDISH? | 


A GRpwiING number of letters from readers acquainted 
with conditions in Eastern Europe continue to urge a 
proposal thrown out in these columns for the occasional 


inclusion by the B.B.C. of news bulletins in Yiddish. 


The broadcast service, no doubt, alréady covers a great 
number of countries and extends to a great variety 
of tongues. Nor need one suppose that any part of this 


provision is unwarranted or without value. But an equally 


good case might be made out for wireless news to the 
millions of Jews in Eastern Europe. ‘ As a human factor 
in the present tangled situation they are surely not 
undeserving of attention, and even on grounds of mere 


compassion something might be said for letting a little light 


into minds darkened and warped by complete reliance on 
German and German-controlled publications. In the absence 
of more concrete compensations, the broadcasting of the 
truth would at least bring solace to many suffering souls, 


and help to sustain them in a time of cruel adversity. At

POLISH ANTI-SEMITES IN BRITAIN 


THe reports of anti-Semitic activities of Poles in this 
country, and the comments we deemed it our duty to make, 
seem to have attracted considerable attention among Britain's 
Polish guests. It is as well, in the interests aliké of Poles 
and Jews, that that should be so. We have never harboured 
hostility to the Polish Government; and now that it is an 
ally of Britain we doubly wish it well. But when one of 
its number does not hesitate to write a leader in the first 
issue Of a blatantly anti-Jewish paper published here, and 
when, as has now happened, the official Polish organ in 
London defends that paper, and another member of the 
same Government proceeds to contribute to it, then we are 
entitled to ask where that Government stands vis-d-vis its 
Jews. We appreciate the step recently taken by General 
Sikorski to stamp out anti-Semitism in the Polish Army. 
But, as we observed in our earlier comments, this is not the 
only direction in which Polish anti-Semitism is rampant in 


the Metropolis. Can nothing be done to restrain it? And 


if the “ Poles “ are so much “ apart” that the General cannot 
keep his own team in order, what would be the prospect of 
liberty and peace in the revived Polish State to which its 
friends look forward? Instead of resenting plain language 


on their own weaknesses the Poles should pay some regard 


to the sentiments of their British hosts and set themselves 
right with them with the least possible delay. Perhaps, 
too, they might remember the embraces their people 
showered on the patriotic Polish Jews before the war. the 
gallantry of the Jewish soldiers during the war, and the 
readiness with which Jews volunteered for service in the 
resurrected Polish Armty. 


“THE JEWS DID IT” 


THANKS to the industrious efforts: of anti-Nazis in the 
Third Reich and in the subjugated countries, the truth about 
the R.A.F. successes in Germany and elsewhere is beginning 
to penetrate the German mind. But the truth, being an 
utter stranger among -the Nazis, is intensely disliked 
by them. [In their evident concern, therefore, at the 
unexpected turn of events in the war, they hark back to 
the old, old expedient and make the local Jewish community 
the scapegoat for their own fatuous miscalculations. In 
fear that their dupes may one day ask how the Goering 
assurance that no enemy airman would ever reach their 
country can be reconciled with the presence of the R.A.P. 
over Berlin and other areas, they denounce the prevalent 
reports about the terrible effectiveness of the British raids 
as inventions of the “ Jewish pro-British agents.” And, of 
course, to lend colour to this ruse, they are arresting 
Jews on the charge of “ spreading alarming news.” It is 
hard to believe that the trick: will. work this time. Not 
being blind or deaf, even the submissive Nazi rank and file 
will not accept a burning armaments factory or an exploding 
oil store as a myth propagated by the ever-resourceful Jews, 
and no other self-exposure could be better calculated to 
expedite the national disillusionment. which is coming to 
Germany. Meanwhile, in the absurdity and folly of this 
latest attempt to “ blame it on the Jew,” and the certainty 
of its refutation, Jew-baiters nearer home should find 
something to think about. 


LEON TROTSKY 


WHATEVER the criticisms passed upon this strange and 
remarkable personality, or the antagonisms and passions’ he 
aroused, few can be concerned to deny his transcendent 
abilities. Nor need the most out-and-out contemners of the 
old Latin tag “ de mortuis ” refuse to follow Mr. Churchill's 
sane example in his written references to Lenin and 
deny the dead revolutionary at least the quality of greatness. 
Trotsky was that formidable combination presented by the 


_ fanatical visionary who is at the same time a man of action. 


Advocating, with never-failing enthusiasm and sincerity, 
political and social principles which were to many others 
obnoxious in aim and still more in application, he yet was 
the energetic creator of Russia's Red Army. A littérateur of 
conspicuous ability, he yet displayed a practical capacity for 
military strategy which, if it had been hearkened to by his 
colleagues, would have shorn. the famous Polish campaign 


_ after the last war of many of its errors on the Russian side. 


A tireless propagandist, he shone unmistakably as an 
organising genius comparable perhaps with the Frenchman 


Carnot. And throughout his stormy career he never shirked 


danger and died in the end in exile, a victim of the violence 
in which the champions of his intolerant political philosophy 
have so frequently and perhaps inevitably indulged. 


The revolution which that, philosophy set on foot was in 
essence completely materialistic and a total denial of 
religion. Like Nazism in all respects, it showed, in many, 
an entire disregard of scruple, and a ready acceptance of 
the immoral principle that the end justifies the means. To 
that the Bolshevik pact with Hitler bears momentous 
testimony. In all these respects the creed of Lenin and 
Trotsky carries a grave responsibility before the bar of 
history. Unhappily and unfailingly, however, because, by — 
the accident of birth, Trotsky happened to be the son of 
Jewish parents, this responsibility has been turned by fools 
and cheats into an impeachment of the whole Jewish race— 
despite the fact that Trotsky was from his garly youth 
utterly out of sympathy with the Jewish religious faith, as 
with all others, and refused at the outset of the regime, 
and in brusque manner, the plea for help to Russian Jewry 
which a Jewish deputation had brought him. An honest 
assessment of him would regard him not so much as a son 
of Jewry as of circumstance, the posterity of an evil and 
selfish system which itself drove its downtrodden and tor- 


- tured peoples to revolt. Let reactionaries and pro-Fascists 


in other lands take that grave truth well to heart,

CAST OUT IN THEIR OLD AGE 


Home of Rest Closing Down 
AN OLD LADY'S DESPAIR 


From Miss R. B. MANASSY (State Revistered Nurse) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicie 


Sim,—A few weeks ago there appeared in your journal ana 
appeal for the Jewish Home of Rest. The public no doubt 
decided that this was another cry of “Wolf!” and the hoped-for 
response did not matcrialise. With the result that on Sunday, 
the Ist September, the wolf will be at the door for 25 of the 56 
patients of this unique institution, since the whole of the 
“ Infirm " Section must close down through lack of funds. The 
only. malady of these particular patients is gi age and its 
attendant ills, so that they are incligible for admission to a 
hospital, and yet will prove a terrible liability in any home, as 
they require constant attention, frequent change of bed-linen 
and all the other details of heavy chronic nursing. Yesterday's 
“ Visitors ” of these patients have not hesitated to pass on to 
them the information that they are being sent out, and this 
ee going from bed to bed in my capacity of tem- 
porary Night Sister, | had the very painful experience of seeing 
the effect of loss of security on these unfortunate people 

Last in these wards of the “ condemned,”’ I came to a small 
bird-hke woman who had lain silently awake all night and who 
had not eaten her breakfast. Her eves were downcast and her 
lips closed when I asked her the rcason, but the slow tears of 
extreme old age coursed down her crumpled cheeks. I persisted 
in my inquiries, substituting Yiddish for English. My efforts 
were rewarded by a glance of deep pain and a whisper in the 
former language, “ Far vos ken ich nit starben? “—-* Why 
can't I die? ” 

This patient was admitted here in October, 1938, at the age 
of 89 years, and this is her only home: She has no relatives. 
She came from an infirmary where there are no Sabbath 
candies, no kasher food, or any understanding of the “ habits ” 
and idiosyncrasies of ancient Jewesses. And after two years of 
Yiddishkeit she must return there. So she wishes to die. And 
several of the other 25 wish the same for themselves. 

In these dark days when so much money is being found for 
instruments of destruction, is there none left in Jewry to keep 
open a haven for such old folk? If funds are not forthcoming 
by the end of 1940, the remaining patients who are actually 
dying of incurable diseases, will also have to find shelter else- 
where. And this may occur in a Community whose generosity to 
Hospitals is a by-word among the Gentiles 

As a Jewess who has been a nurse among our people for 
1S years, | appeal to those Jews who dre able, to see that the 
doors of the Jewish Home of Rest do not close. :

RELIGIOUS AUTONOMY SOUGHT 
BY MANCHESTER 


Local Questions Need Prompt Attention 


MINISTRY OF FOOD CONFERS WIILH 
SHECHITA BOARD 


{From our Correspondent] 


In his Presidential report to the monthly meeting of the 
Manchester Shechita Board, held on Sunday morning at 
149, Cheetham Hill Road, Mir. R. Barrow-Sicree said that 
the Executive of the Board thought that the time had come 
for some greater recognition, in the form of a kind of 
autonomy, to be granted to the Manchester Jewish Com- 
munity im regard to religious affairs, especially in view 
of the establishment of the Communal Rabbinate for Man- 
chester and Salford and the considerable number. of 
religious questions which required local and prompt atten- 
tion. The extent of that autonomy was a matter for dis- 
cussion, The Board was already in active correspondence 
with the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, on the matter, and the 
suggestion was being considered. 

The President also reported that he and Messrs. Morris 
Wilks (Treasurer) and. M, Goldstone (Clerk) had repre- 
sented the Board at a recent conference at Crewe between 
Ministry of Food officials and representatives of the 
Shechita Boards of London, Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, 
and Glasgow, and of the Jewish Retail Butchers’ 
Federation. 

Mr. Sicree said that he had expressed to the Ministry officials 
the deep appreciation felt mothe Jewish Community at the 
courtesy shown by them in their efforts to satisfy Jewish 
religious requirements by an ample supply of kasher food. If, 
he had said. it turned out that there would be any shortage 
of fresh meat coming imto the country, the. Jewish Community 
desired to be treated exactly the same as all their fellow-citizens 
of other faiths, and to make -whatever sacrifices were asked 
of them Ihe Ministry of Food. officials at the conference 
had emphasised that the Id. per head cutting charge must be 
paid to the Shechita Boards entitled to it without any deduc- 
tion whatsoever, so that it could be used entirely for the pur- 
poses for which the Boards were constituted: otherwise, the 
possibility might be opened up of Jewish retail butchers making 
more profit than the non-Jewish Butchers 

Mr, Wilks said it- was very pleasing for the Manchester dele- 
gates at the conference to hear their Board specially compli- 
mented on its good relations with the local butchers 

The President, expressing congratulations on behalf of the 
Board to Rabbi K. Rosen on the occasion of his marriage, 
said that the Rabbi had become a great asset in the religious 
affairs of the city. 


FABIANS PRAISE LITERARY UNION 


Manchester representatives of the Fabian Society, which 
is conducting a research into the activities of British youth 
Organisations, have been in touch with the Manchester 
Union of Jewish Literary Societies. The officers of the Union 
supplied full details of their work, including their war-time 
programme.

From our survey so far, it is plain 
enough that there is a lack of initiative in tackling the problems 
that the war has naturally brought to such organisations. | 
was particularly impressed by the suggestions of a two-monthly 
Programme and a two-monthly subscription, play reading, and 
Study circles in members’ homes... It is perhaps surprising that 
the two latter suggestions, naturally lending themselves to war 
conditions, have not become more popular. The bodies which 
you represent seem, too, to have solved the problem of war- 
time leadership. Most other organisations are bewailing the lack 
of leaders without regarding a remedy as within the bounds 
of possibility.”

Drastic Moves in Shechita Dispute 
« STOPPAGE NARROWLY AVERTED 


(from our Correspondent] 


Glasgow without kasher meat—ihis was the situation 
which was narrowly averted this week after the long and 
drawn-out dispute between the Glasgow Board of Shechita 
and the local Jewish butchers was suddenls brought to a 
head by a drastic decision by the Soard to cease all killing 
as from Tuesday last unless the butchers agreed to pay, 
in future, Id. a Ib. on the gross weight of cattle, as well 
as all arrears. 

But at the last moment, following an approach to the 
Board's Chairman’ by the Area ‘Livestock Officer, came 
news that the parties concerned are to meet in a few davs 
and that an amicable settlement is hoped for. Meanwhile, 
the slaughter of cattle continues. : 

Ihe dispute originated early this year over the interpretation 
of the Ministry of Food Meat (Maximum Retail Prices) Order. 
issued in January. The butchers have persistently refused to 
pay the Shechita fees provided for in the Order, contending 
that the charge was on the weight of meat supplied in their 
shops and not on the gross weight \illed for them: but while 
they have declined to pay the fees, they 
customers the prices fixed by the Order. — 

A conference was held in March in an attempt to reach a 
settlement, and the Board agreed to accept 70 per cent. of 
the charges until the Ministry of Food clarified the position 
as to how the Id. a Ib. was to be calculated. When this decision 
was communicated to the Ministry of Food, the Ministry replied 
that the Id. was charged on wholesale rates including offal

WRONGFUL INTERNMENT CLAIM 
Move to Aid Galicians 


A list of internees of Galician origin, compiled by the 
Glasgow Jewish Refugees’ Committee and the local Jewish 
Representative Council, has been sent to the Board of 
Deputies so that they might appeal for their release. This 
statement was made by Mr. B. Strump, J.P. presiding at a 
meeting of the Representative Council last-week. He said 
that it was felt that these people, who were technically 
regarded as Austrian, should never have been interned. 

Mr. P. Glass, Hon. Secretary, said that the Council had sent 
an appeal to the Home Office on the question of long-resident 
internees, suggesting that local committees should be appointed, 
as was done during the last war, with the object of making a 
complete investigation of individual cases, and submitting their 
recommendations to the Home Office. 

Allegations that the Council had been negligent in ther 
treatment of Allied ltewish soldiers and Belgian Jewish civilhans 
were made by Mr. I. Levy, representing the local Jewish 
Workers’ Circle. In reply, Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., said that 
the Council. had done everything possible to assist the soldiers 
and civilians while. in Glasgow. They had paid for the main- 
tenance of the civilians, and had made provisional arrangements 
for their future accommodation, but an order had been received 
from the authorities that these people must return to London.

BIRMINGHAM REFUGEE HOSTEL 
Christadelphians’ Continued Generosity 


{From our Correspondent) 


It is ‘now four months since the Hostel for Jewish 
RefugeBoys was opened, through the generosity of the 
local Christadelphian Ecclesia, at Gough Road, Edgbas- 
ton, Birmingham. A report just issued by Mr. S. J. Levi, 
Chairman of the Management Committee, shows the fine 
work the Hostel ts performing. It says, in part: 

On May 1, the first batch of boys arrived, having been 
selected by Dr. and Mrs. Hirsch, the Wardens, who had, 
accompanied by the Chairman, visited London and Ipswich for 
that purpose [he first sixteen bovs were soon settled in suit- 
able trainee jobs and I am pleased to say that they have for 
the most part given complete satisfactién, and are happy in 
their work. Ihe boys receive cultural education from Dr. 
Hirsch, and English education from Mr..J. L. Cresswell, a 
secondary school teacher introduced by Dr. Cohen 

It is too early yet to ascertain exactly the cost of running 
the Home. * | may state, however, that the whole of the 
hnancial expenditure, both on the equinment and maintenance 
of the Home, is being borne by the Christadelphian Ecclesia, 
of which Mr. Newman is Treasurer. I have no reason to doubt 
that they will be able to maintain the Home for an indefinite 
period, in the same manner as they have started. No reason- 
able expense has been. spared by them as far as maintenance is 
concerned, the provision of good substantial food together 
with sonie items which may be locked upon as luxuries, is one 
ot the features of the catering 

As soon as they are placed in trainee jobs, the boys receive 
wages of trom 1Ss. to 20s. per weck, out of which a certain 
Proportion is allocated to them for pocket money and daily 
expenses, another portion for savings, which is invested in 
National Savings Certificates (a War Savings Group having 
been established). A portion goes to the Home for their 
maintenance and a further allocation for renewal of clothing, 
etc. The health of the boys has been uniformly good and it 
has not been necessary-up to the present to make use of the 
room provided for sickness. 

lam sorry to say that on July 4, three boys who had become 
16 years of age were interned and ae are now in com- 
munigation with them in the Isle of Man. Subsequently five 
more boys weaAcreceived from Bloomsbury House to fill the 
vacancies, and th®.Home is now complete with 19 boys, all 
of whom are under 16 years of age

Memorial Service to Mr. Jabotinsky 


CHIEF RABBI'S TRIBUTE 


Among those who attended the memorial service for 
Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky held on Wednesday of last week 
at the Great Synagogue, Duke's Place, E.C., were 
Commander Locker-Lampson, M.P.. and Mr. James 
Malcolm, who was the intermediary between the British 
Government and the Zionist leaders prior to the issuing of 
the Balfour Declaration. 

The service was held under the aegis of the Jabotinsky 
Memorial Committee (representing the New Zionist 
Organisation, E.Z.F.. Mizrachi, Union of General 
Zionmsts, Jewish State Party, .Agudas Israel, Betar, 
Association of Jewish Journalists and Writers, Jewish 
Ex-Servicemen’s Association, and Tarbut) Mrs. Jabotinsky 
the widow, was present, and there was 4 young uniformed 
officer of the Czech Army im the congregation-—a member 
ot the N,Z.0. wm Crechosilovakia. 

Ihe Chief Rabbi delivered the memorial address, and 
the service was conducted by the Rey. S. Kusevitsky and 
the Rev. H. Maycerowitsch, assisted by the chow of the 
Synagogue under the direction of Mr. .. Shoot. Mr. M. 
Grossman, Chairman of the Jewish State Party, opened 
the Ark for the El Molé Rachamim. 

Dr. Hertz, in his address, said they were assemoied to pay 
tribute to a Prince and Leader in Israc! who, like another 
Jewish statesman-Prince, Rabban Shimeon ben Gamilrel, con- 
sidered that the rebuilding of the Jewish people should: be 
upon the bases of Emes, Din, and Shalom. _ A vital thing to 
be remembered in connection with Enrs, Truth, was that 
besides meaning “ seciie things as they arc it meant “ secing 
things as they ought ‘to be,” as they very casily. might be, i! 
human weakness, ignorance or hatred did not confuse and 
darken the souls of men Viadimir Jabotinsky was one of 
those seciect mortals who was endowed with that fine double 
gift—he could see things as they were and as they ought to be 
Jabotinsky, went on the Chief Rabbi, stood for justice to al! 
men. in a free Palestine there would be no domination of 
Arab by Jew, just as there would be no domination of Jew 
by Arab. Justice, he held, could only be obtained for Jews 
if and when they had the requisite strength to demand it, if 
they had the vision, manhood, courage to create Jewish 


‘regiments, a Jewish Army, to fight with the Allies, and then 


have a voice in the Peace negotiations as one of the Allies. 

Dr. Hertz concluded: We mourn a ereat Jewish patriot, a 
great friend of Britain: a beloved leader and inspirer of his 
people He had more than a spark m him of our ancient 
warriors. may well say of himfmat in ‘spirit he was a 
gilgul of Bar Cochba. He a written hen name on the hearts 
of our men and women of to-morrow; and the Jewry of the 
future will possess greater vision, will secure more justice, and 


ee enjoy more lasting peace, because of the life-work of Viadimir 


Jabotinsky. He has inextricably linked his name with that of 
the eternal People, and thus is the sharer of its immortality. 


THE MIZRACHI FEDERATION 
Tackling the Yeshivoth Problem 


A decision to issue a manifesto calling for increased 
support for the Palestine Yeshivoth was made at a recent 
meeting of the Executive of the Nfzrachi Federation at 
which Mr. S. E. Sklan_ presided. Rabbi Ch. Braunrot 
(former Mizrachi leader in Poland) stated that now that all 
the great Yeshivoth of Europe had been obliged to close, 
there remained, as the sole centre of Jewish scholarship, the 
Yeshivoth of Palestine. Those who had formerly supported 
the Yeshivoth of the Galut must now concentrate their 
endeavours on Palestine. The form in which to publicise 
this matter was discussed, and Rabbi Klepfish agreed to 
Organise the necessary machinery. 

It was reported that the question of the transference of 
the Polish and Lithuanian Yeshivoth to Palestine was receiv- 
ing unremitting attention. Conditions, however. had changed 
radically since the visit of Chief Rabbi Herzog to. this 
country when certain assurances had been given. The situa- 
tion was still very unsettled but, as soon as the: possibilities 
of transport were clear, the Community would be informed 
and called upon to participate in this great work. 

Rabbi Dr. lL. Weinstock and Mr. William Frankel were 
appointed representatives of the Mizrachi Federation to the 
Chief Rabbi's Advisory Committee for Jewish Internees, and 


steps were also discussed in connection with a Synagogue 
Council.

Some Fought for Germany 
Last Time 


NOW THEY SUPPORT BRITAIN 


{From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM]) 


' Boys of 16, men over 70, a deaf and dumb man, and a 
man without a leg. All these have volunteered to join 
the British Army or Air Force in Palestine. 

Women also volunteered, but there is go provision for 
women's units in the British forces in the Middle East. 
Many applicants were ex-officers on the other side in the 
last war, now anxious to serve the British cause because of 
their belief in its justice. The Jewish Ex-Officers’ Associa- 
tion in Tel-Aviv is sponsoring these enlistments. 

[here has been extraordinary enthusiasm among the 
Yishuy over the recruiting campaign, albeit there ts some 
regret that enlistments are not accepted for combatant 
units. But the young men are conscious that, even as trades- 
men and in other non-combatant capacities, they can do 
their bit as effectively as in the actual firing-lines. In many 
cases, particularly in the co-operative transport societies 
which are providing trained drivers, jobs are being kept 
open and families supported while the men are to be away. 

A number of well-known musicians, refugees from 
abroad, are now in the Band of the Auxiliary Miltary 
Pioneer Corps here under the baton of Lieut. P. O'Brien. 
“An Irishman leading a Yiddish band,” is the familar 
description of this welcome body. Concert parties have 
also been formed locally, and one called “ The Troupers,” 
which has given several performances to the military, con- 
sists of some really high-class Jewish theatrical and music- 
hall talent.

IMMIGRATION SCHEDULE 
Only 60 Labour Certificates 


The third and last instalment of the half-yearly immigra- 
tion quota has now been issued. In all 1,584 certificates 
are allocated for Jews, and 100 for non-Jews. 

The 1,584 certificates are the balance of the full quota 
of 1,950, 366 being deducted for the recent immigrants who 
entered the country without permits. According -to the 
quota, only 60 certificates will be allocated for labour 
immigration, which means that only that number will be 
available for non-capitalists and refugees. 

The Jewish Agency has been unsuccessful in its: efforts 
to secure an increase for labour even if it meant a reduction 
in the other categories. It is understood that 50 of the 60 
ertificates will be allocated to the Baltic countries. 


CITRUS TRADE WITH BRITAIN 
Shippiag Difficulties 


At a meeting of the citrus growers held at Tel-Aviv, it was 
stated that an appeal has been made to the British Govern- 
ment to purchase citrus fruit from Palestine in the same 
way as it buys cotton from Egypt and agricultural products 
from other countries. 

In the House of. Commons Mr. David Adams asked the 
Minister of Shipp@g whether is was intended to provide 


_ the requisite convoyed shipping for the transit from Pales- 


tine of the citrus crop for the ensuing season which would 
begin in October. 


Sir Arthur Salter replied that, in present circumstances, 


the carriage from Palestine of perishable cargo such as 
crus fruit obviously presented considerable difficulty, but 


the matter was under consideration.

Our Youth is Religiously Sound 
NEED TO OVERHAUL THE SERVICE 
From Mr. J. SIDNEY LEMEL 


To the Editor of THe Jewrtsu CHRONICLE 


Sia,—Dr. 1. S. Fox, like many others, seems to have a poor 
opinion of Jewish youth. In my experience, I have found 
much more irreligion and athéism among our cyncial old men 
than among the younger generation. Considering the difficulties 
(owing to present-day economic conditions) of Sabbath 
observance, the proportion of young men and women who do 
atignd the synagogue regularly is highly creditable. 

1 had the privilege last year of attending Sabbath morning 
and evening services held,at the Maccabi Summer School at 
Clayesmore, Iwerne Minster, Dorset. -I was struck not so much 
by the numbers present (the services were entirely voluntary) 
as by the types represented. . 

They included a dahce band leader and some of his players, 
a blonde crooner, tennis players, horse riders, swimmers, sports- 
women, and typical so-called “ bright young people.” 

The decorum was excellent, and there was an enthusiastic 
<iemand to take an active part in the Services, Mitzvoth, 
Aliyoth, etc. 

Since the spread of Zionism, and a greater knowledge of 
Hebrew as a living language, there is less and less excuse for 
ignorance of either the Prayer Book or the Scriptures. And 
who is # who attends these modern Hebrew classes, study 
circles, and Onegei Shabbath? Mostly the younger people, 
with the possible exception of the Misuna and Gemara classes, 
for the aged learned. 

As for constructive suggestions on the “ Back to the 
Synagogue ™ Campaign, I suggest that while there is no call to 
“go Liberal,” the Synagogue badly needs the following 
improvements. 

Whatever Liturgy is in use, the Service should be rendered 


slowly and distinctly enough {especially the Reading of the’ 


Law) for everyone to be able to follow, even if they cannot 
understand every word. .. 

Let us have less elaborating of, shall I say, the Sacrificial 
Musaph, and less slurring over of Alenu, and cher fine prayers 
deserving better treatment. 

If the present Order of Service is too long to allow all the 
prayers to be recited with reverence, then it is time that the 
Prayer Book be revised once more, within Orthodox limitations, 
as it is better to have a little less with more feeling than more 
than the average congregant can appreciate. 


The service at my own synagogue (Hampstead) is as im- 


pressive as possible under present conditions, but the improve- 
ments | have suggested would be beneficial to all synagogues. 

Finally. I would suggest holding an evening service on 
Friday nights. at a: fixed time, for the sake of those who have 
to work on Saturday mornings. The Friday evening Services 
heky before the war, at the Great Synagogue, were very 


attractive. But unfortunately y everyone could attend when 


they commenced as early as 4 o'clock.

It would be cruel of us if, for the sake of misplaced 
reserve, we were to allow them to imagine that the torch 
of faith which they have sustained so gloriously is to be extin- 
guished. A word from us will dispel from their hearts this 
cloud of sorrow. Perhaps, as Dr. Fox suggests, there is much 
in our ritual which we do not undersiand—but, given the 
opportunity, many of us can learn.: And in any case, 
religious loyalty is more of the heart than of the head.

REFORMING DEPUTIES’ PROCEDURE 

I am greatly encouraged by your editorial references to 
the scheme for the reform of the Deputies procedure which 
I had ventured to submit. A special sub-committee has now 
been set up to explore the matter. May I deal with your 
points seriatim. You stress that Committees’ reports repre- 
sent the practical work of the Board and that these must 
therefore form the main subject of discussion at meetings 
of the Board. This view is, of course, in diametrical 
opposition to my own. I believe that it is for the Committees 
to deal in detail and to cover all facets of the Community's 
life. But I think that if the Board is to discuss at every 
meeting, every item in every report of every com- 
mittee, it will be repeating the work of its Committees 
and will make it quite impossible for any serious 
and comprehensive discussion to take place upon 
the vital topic of the hour. You question — the 
wisdom of having . the select the subject for 
debate. May I point out thal under my proposal this selec- 
tion would be left to the Executive Committee together 
with. the Chairmen of all Committees of the Board, who 
should for this purpose meet three days before the meeting 
of the Board. As to supplementary statements by Chair- 
men of Committees, while I believe that the written reports 
of the Committees ought to be more comprehensive, you 
have failed to convince me that these supplementary state- 
ments could not be given during question time, as is done 
in the House of Commons, very frequently, in reply to pre- 
arranged questions. I suggest that question time at 
meetings of the Board should be extended to cover a period 
of 45 minutes. I fecl that your own suggestions for 
improving procedure can hardly be regarded as mecting 
the case. A time-limit is already imposed upon speakers 
at the Board. I am not aware that the “ platform” usurps 
an inordinate proportion of the time of the meeting. I 
heartily agree that the best way would be to increase the 
number of Board meetings. But I am not yet optimistic 
practicability.of such a change.—Mkr._ L.

Jewish Shopkeepers Interviewed 


A number of owners of stores in well-known West End 
thoroughfares who have been guilty of the reprehensibic 
practice of “touting™ (as stated recently in [THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE) have now been interviewed by the Trades’ 
Advisory Council set up by the Defence Committee of the 
Board of Deputies. 

Their almost invariable plea its that unless they took 
part in this practice (which used to be the rule in some 
streets) they would have to close their establishments. 

They are told when interviewed that they are harming 
the name of Jewry, and affording a peg to the anti-Semites 
on which to hang an excuse for their anti-Jewish 
propaganda. 

Mr. Maurice Orbach, L.C.C.. the General Secretary of 
the Council, informs me (writes a Jewtsn CHRONICLE 
representative) that there is a general desire among the 
general body of traders to contribute towards the creation 
of goodwill between Jewish and non-Jewish traders. This 
effort, however, is being hampered by the practice of “ tout- 
ing” by a few individuals who allow their own economic 
position to stand in the way of the general good of Jewry.

Judge’s Description of B.U.F. 


The Court of Criminal Appeal this week dismissed the appeals 
of Mrs. Maric Louisa Auguste Ingram (42), the German-born 
wife of an R.A.F. sergeant, of Marmion Road, Southsea, and 
William Swift (57), of Copythorn Road, Southsea, a former 
employee at Portsmouth Dockyard, against convictions: and 
sentence at the Old Bailey for doing an act likely to assist an 
cnemy. Ingram had been sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude 
and Swift to fourteen years. Giving the decision of the Court, 
Mr. Justice Humphreys, in the course of his remarks, said that 
Mrs. Ingram had become connected with a disloyal, subversive, 
pro-German concern—the B.U.P.

SIGNIFICANT fact has emerged 
A tcom the recent Youth Services held 
all over the country. And that 
is their essential similarity, not 
only of aim and ideal. but almost 
equally of procedure and ritual. 
Youth has rededicated itself to 
all those high principles which 
are comprised in the Catse for 
which this great nation. 1s. to- 
day fighting and suffering. Youth 
is inspired, as perhaps. never 
before in history, by the dazly 
acts of heroism and devotion per- 
formed by mere boys, in lonely 
actions, where none of the propel- 
ling forces of herd courage operate. 
in all this new. stirring of the 
noblest and most spiritual of human 
instincts, what becomes of the 
separateness of ‘various groups: of 
youth? Will the boys and gifis 
to-day throwing themselves with 
such selfless ardour into the welter 
of war, and seemg with steady eves, 
through its horrors a new and better 
world which their almost super- 
human efforts must ultimately attain 
—a world of comradeship, decency, 
straight dealing, and mutual help- 
fulmess—-will they ever again be con- 
tent with the more or lessclean-cut parcelling 
out of human beings which until the war 
was accepted ‘as the inevitable order . of 
society? 

This question affects Jewish youth even 
more poignantly than it does the youth of 
the rest of the nation. For Jewish youth 
has learnt to look upon segregation, in this 
country. not as an imposed restriction or 
a penal visitation.

‘FOR THE STORE CUPBOARD 


Pickled Cucumbers 


CHoose young, green, medium-sized 
cucumbers. Wash them and leave 24 hours 
in cold water. Put into wide-necked jars, 
sprinkling layers wh pickling spices 
(including dill, fennel, peppercorns, etc). Fill 
the jars three-quarters full, fill up: with cold 
brine, and put a saucer with a heavy stone 
on top: cover with muslin and leave in a 
cool, airy place for four weeks. Once a 
week remove scum, wash saucer and stone, 
and replace. If brine has evaporated, fill 
up container with weak salt and water. 

For the brine: Allow 3 ozs. salt to each 
quart of water, bring to the boil, and boil 
2 or 3 minutes. Use when cold, adding a 
gill of boiled vinegar to every quart of 


brine. 
Spiced Carrots 


Boi together 4 pt. vinegar, } pt. water, 
6 cloves, a stick of cinnamon, and salt to 
taste. Have ready a dozen medium-sized 
carrots, boiled till just tender. Place in 
jars, ellow spiced vinegar to become cold, 

ur over the carrots, and tie down. Ready 
for use after a fortnight. 


Mustard Pickle 


Cauliflower, cucumber, beans, small 
onions, vegetable marrow, and nasturtium 


seeds are all suitable for mixed mustard 


pickle. Use whatever is available, and 
small green, unripe tomatoes can also be 
added. Prepare-as for cooking, peel onions, 
cut marrow into cubes (after —* and 
seeding); remove the strings from beans

whole spice | teaspoonful. 

Mix mustard, turmeric, sugar, curry 
powder with the vinegar, put im a large 
enamel saucepan, with the spices tied in 
muslin, add the well-drained vegetables, 
bring to the boil, and boil for 10 minutes. 
Mix the cornflour with a little cold 
vinegar; remove bag of spices from the 


pickle and let it go off the boil, then stir in’ 
-the cornflour, stir till boiling, and simmer 


for 5 minutes, stirring all the time. Turn 


into warm, dry jars: tie down when cold. 


Pickled Onions 


TAKE as many little silyr onions as re- 
quired, put in a bowl, pour over boiling 
water, leave 2 minutes, drain, cover with 
cold water, and peel; put into brine (allow 
a breakfastcupful salt to 4 pts. water) and 
leave over night. Drain thoroughly and 
pack into jars, putting in each a few white 
peppercorns and a little piece of well- 
bruised ginger. Cover with vinegar, tie 
down, and. leave for 2 days; then strain 
off the vinegar, bring it to boiling point, 
and pour over onions. When cold,-tie down. 


Pickled Plums | 
4 lb. plums ; 1 tb. sugar ; 1 lb. sultanas 
1 pt. yinegar; 4 oz. whole cloves; 4 oz. all 


spice; a sprinkle of ground ginger; a sprinkle 


of cinnamon,

what is to become of the relationship with 
the Jewish Community which in the begin- 
ning enabled Jewish youth to make the 
contribution that is of such infinite value 
to-day? And should Jewish parents con- 
tinue to inculcate in their children those 
distinctive factors which until now they 
have regarded it as their solemn duty to 
teach and uphold” 

If they do, and the merger that has come 
about gathers force and momentum with 
the stupendous happenings of our times, 
will not a wedge be 
driver between parent 
and child, between the 
homes that have in- 
spired and upheld the 
teachings by which 
alone mankind to-day 
is strengthened and 
fortified to resist evil 
and the protagonists 
themselves of the great 
struggle for Right” 

In practical spheres 
we see how daily the 
barriers between 
Jewish and non-Jewish 
children are steadily 
going down. We 
watch the Jewish 
children who have 
been sent into the 
country for safety 
happily becoming part 
of the English country 
life and shedding with 
their urban habits so 
much of their essential 
Jewish characteristics. 
Unless some really authoritative pronounce- 
ment is forthcoming for Jewish youth, inner 
conflict is inevitable, in the process of which 
much that is valuable and much that is 
vital may easily be lost. 

No arbitrary measures wil meet the case. 
What is needed in the first instance is an 
adequate apprisement of the terrific revolu- 
tion that is going on in the youth of our 
people. When that fact is sufficiently 
appreciated by owr leaders and by our 
religious guides, there will inevitably be 
found ways and means for directing the new 
impulses. and for canalising the forces that 
are gathering, for the maximum benefit of 
all mankind. | 

But a policy of drift, or of fatuous, 
carping fault-finding and pettifogging little- 
ness, may either stultify a great spiritual 
movement in our youth, or else, by cutting 
it off from the rest of the Jewish Community, 
deprive the Community of its most 
vigorous and promising offshoot.

(Jewish parents have 
been as lax as others in many Cases.) 
But it must be said that the Government 
has not because of this desisted from making 
further plans for action in later develop- 
ments in the air war. With the spread of 
air raids to London, Plan VI, devised by 
the London County Council in conjunction 
with the Government, will come into opera- 
tion. This time the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee for Jewish Evacuation has co-operated 
with the L.C.C., and Jewish Registration 
Points have been settled on in all parts of 
London where Jewish children may register. 
Thus ‘groups of Jewish children will this 
time be evacuated as specific Jewish units, 
which will no doubt simplify arrangements 
for Hebrew education, kasher kitchens, etc.

SCOTTISH MEMORIES 

A recent visitor on leave to Glasgow is 
Private Norman H. Cohen, of the New 
Zealand Regiment, whose parents lived in 
that city, in Hill Street, before they left for 
New Zealand 17 vears ago. Private Cohen, 
who was born in Greenock, has many rela- 
tions in Glasgow, and one of them showed 
him the framed burgess’ ticket which 
admitted his great-great-great-grandfather 
isaac Cohen, a hatter—a Gurid Brother and 
Burgess of Glasgow in 1812. Private Cohen 
was also told how his great-great-grand- 
father, the Burgess’s son, lost a fortune. 
This forebear began his business career 
travelling the country selling steel nibs to 
replace quill pens. Some ‘time later he 
started a- printing Pusiness in Glasgow, and 


-he was the originator of the duplicate check 


book with interleaved carbons in the style 
now unmversally used. Unfortunately, he 
omitted to patent his invention! This same 
man, during his travels round the country, 
was often accompanied by a Joseph Lyons, 
who before he founded the world-famed 
business bearing his name pioneered the sale 
of tea in small packets. 

MOSES MONTEFIORE 

An Ashkenazi who bears a famous Sefardi 
name, and thus acts as a link with history, 
celebrated his silver wedding last week. He 
is Mr. Moses Montefiore Godinski, who was 
married in August, 1915, at the Great Syna- 
gogue, Duke's Place, London. His name 
was given him in honour of Sir Moses 
Montefiore, who died in the same month 
as Mr. Godinski was born—July, 1885. Mr. 
and Mrs. Godinski attended the Synagogue 
last week where their marriage was solem- 
nised, and tributes were paid to him for his 


work as a member of the Board of Manage- 


ment of the Synagogue and as Treasurer 
of its Guild for Social Service. He is also 
one of the representatives of the Synagogue 
on the Council of the United Synagogue. 
A well-known shopkeeper in “ The Lane,” 
Mr. Godinski has had a varied career, and 
he was once a professional footballer, 
playing for Crystal Palace. 

BELGIAN EX-MINISTER IN LONDON 

M. Camille Gutt, the former Belgian 
Minister of Finance, who is now in London, 
is one of Belgium's 
leading Jews, who has 
had to suffer in the 
past for his Jewish 
origin. When he 
was appointed to the 
Ministry in 1934, the 
Rexists—the Nazis’ 
Fifth Column in Bel- 
gium—-launched a 
violent attack on 
him. The attack 
was repeated on his 
second appointment 
in 1939. M. Gutt 
served in the last 
war in the Belgian 
Army. Later he collaborated closely with 
the former Prime Minister, M Theunis. 
He was, before the Nazi invasion, one of 
Belgium's leading industrialists, and he has 
extensive interests in the Congo. He is 56.

THE HOLY-DAY SERVICES 
Guidance from the Chief Rabbi 


In the course of a circular letter giving guidance to 
synagogue authorities.on the question of the holding of the 
Services during the forthcoming Holy-days, the Chief Rabbi 
states: 

It is generally felt that the drastic shortening of the services 
that was carried out last year need not be repeated, although 
all war-time regulations must be strictly and faithfully obeyed. 
These regulations interfere especially with the Kol @didré and 
the Neilah Services in synagogues that have no satisfactory black- 
out arrangements. The Kol Nidré Service may be held earlier, 
commencing with the hour of thé Fast (at 4.55 p.m. in London) 
so as to be-over before the official black-out, if Piyutim are 
omitted. The Neilah, likewise, should conclude before the 
black-out.. The Shofar at Neilah wil] not be sounded, as the 
Fast does not end till 554 p.m. Cin London) 

On the mornings of New Year, the Service should on. no 
account be extended beyond 12 noon. The soundings of the 
Shofar should on no account be curtailed Chazonus should 
largely. be replaced by plain chanting. 

On the Day of Atonement, all Services, with the exception of 
Neilah, will be held as usual : 

Immediately -unon the sounding of an air-raid warning during 
a service. the Minister is to announce that those who wish to 
leave should do so quietly; and. indicate the locality of the 
nearest air-raid shelters. A large notice board, stating the 
localities of such shelters, should. if at al! possible, be placed 
at the entrance of each Place of Worship. 

For obvious reasons, old men, mothers of little children, and 
children should say their prayers at-home on the High Festivals.

A SLOANE SQUARE GALLERY 
Peter Jones’s Enterprise 


There is one thing the war has accomplished that one can 
wholeheartedly approve of: that is the evci increasing 
decentralisation of art. A number of galleries in London 
closed down at the beginning of the war and, although one 
must deplore this, the fact that a number of other centres 
and galleries have opened in other places is very encouraging. 

Interest in art has shown itself strong in the small pro- 
vincial towns. where loan exhibitions have been touring, 
and in London the newest gallery is at Peter Jones, the big 
store in Sloane Square. There, recently, Mr. Jowett opened 
an interesting littl show by young artists. The exhi tion 
was chosen and organised by Rosamund Willis, herself 
a painter and textile designer. The gallery is on top of 
the building, small, charming and tolerably well-lit. 

Among the better known names, Beryl Sinclair is show- 
ing “ The Thames from Vauxhill Bridge,” a subtle and 
lovely piece of colour harmony. 

“ Betty, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Levey,” by Stuart 
Ray, is a very nice painting displaying both good tone and 
a sense of character, Jane Heath has both originality and 
force.

A CALL FOR UNITY 
Youth Organisations Must Co-operate Now 


“WHEN THE BOYS COME HOME” 


[From our Clubs Correspondent} 


The recent Youth Intercession Services provided a fine 
example of co-operation among Jewish youth organisations. 
In showing a spirit of unity as part of a national effort 
they achieved something on a large issue which they had 
always failed to do in communal affairs. The nearest 
approach they ever reached had been on the question of 
help for refugees, and even that was a comparatively 
poor effort. 

This. is not the time to go into all the reasons for past 
failures. Rather is it the time to realise that, in face of the 
magnitude of the present drama through which all devotees 
of freedom and tolerance are passing, past differences were 
frequently petty and footling. Members of every Anglo-Jewish 
youth body are to-day in His Majesty's Forces, prepared. if 
need be to lay down their lives in a common cause. 

Let those who remain behind in control of these youth 
movements take note They are not called upon to sacrifice 
lives, but merely a tradition Or two, at times Merely a-clause 
in their constitution. No one is asking them to “lose identity” 
(Oh the anguish those words have caused at past conferences! ). 
Let them get together on matters of common interest: com- 
bine in efforts for communal charities: avoid overlapping of 
dates for functions and having three youth organisations in a 
district where one would suffice and none where there should 
be at least a couple; dinite in demanding a comprehensive 
representation on the Board of Deputies and so do away with 
such anomalies as a Synagogue with a handful of members 
having a representative on the Board while a youth organisa- 
tion with a thousand or so members, perhaps .70 per cent. of 
them over the age of 21 years, with no clear representation. 
Let them. set up jointly permanently rented premises in the 


‘centre of London (say at Woburn House) where members 


(including members of provincial societies) could meet. 

Here are only a few examples of co-operating to serve local 
as well as common interests. I should like the A.J.Y..: the 
largest Anglo-Jewish youth body and one which has lost. much 
of its old imsularity: and become much broader in outlook over 
the last year or so, to. lead and calla conference of youth

When 
to-day we speak of Spartan habits we 
mean a simple life aimed at the training 
of the muscles and the enduring of hard- 
ship, The Spartan soldiers were capable 
of great heroism and rising to the heights 
of supreme patriotism as shown in the 
famous battle of Thermopylae in the year 
480 when the Spartan general 
Leonidas and 300 followers fell bravely in 
defending the pass. against a Persian host. 
This kingdom ts the setting for Plutarch’s 
story. 3 
A Soinier KING 


One of the most famous kings of Sparta 
was Agesilaus, who lived in. the third cen- 
tury before the common era. He con- 
ducted a _ successful campaign against 
Persia, and thén when some of the other 
Greek States took advantage of Sparta’'s 
difficulties to make war against her (like 
Italy to-day) he returned and defeated the 


combination against him. He did not

THE AMBASSADOR 


Plutarch tells how on one occasion he 
received an ambassador from Epirus, 
another of the Macedonian States, and the 
envoy was shown over his capital.

There were 
none of these and Sparta was practically 
am open city.

~NEW PROGRAMME OF ADULT EDUCATION 
Offer to All Organisations 


After a year’s experience of war-time conditions, the 
Council for Jewish Adult Education has been impressed 
with the need to extend the scope of its activities to meet the 
changing conditions of war-time Anglo-Jewry. 

With the close co-operation of the education authorities, 
the Council has been able to extend its programme, which 
it has reorganised to include both discussion circles and 

ure courses as follows: 

(1) Jewish cultural activities:—-To help Anglo-Jewry to think 
clearly about its vital problems courses will be organised on 
fundamental aspects of Jewish history, sociology, literature, 
thought, and the scientific study of anti-Semitism. 

(2) Civics:—On the basic principles of English government, 
democracy, ht, and institutions, the Council has planned 
an attractive series, which has been approved by the education 
authorities. 

(3) World affairs :—Study circles and courses, to be taken by 
ae, will be organised to deal with the crucial ms 
that affect humanity as a whole. As many of them are of 
first-rate importance in their effect on Jewish devclopment, they 
could be studied with a parallel course on Jewish affairs.
